VADSO, Norway, May 6&—The Norge 
anchored to her mooring mast at 
Vadso at 6:30 A. M. this morning, Rus- 
sian time (12:30 A. M. New York Day- 
light Saving Time). Our confidence in 

- our airship is now fully justified. 

Leaving Leningrad after the Russian 
soldiers had slipped the dirigible, we 
rosé immediately, carried by a strong 
northeast wind. A few seconds later 
‘we were far away. We were soon over 
Leningrad Harbor, which is ice free. 
though the Bay of Finland is frozen. 

All Leningrad traffic stopped and 
handkerchiefs were waved at us 
through open windows. As our course 
‘was set south for Lake Ladoga, we 
were followed by a Russian - plane 
which wished: us godspeed. Bucking a 
strong head wind of about thirty 

» kilometers an hour, our speed was only 
fifty.

Five Die in Pennsylvania Mine 
From Blast Setting Off Gas 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., May 6 (4).— 
Five miners were killed and four in- 
jured by an explosion of gas in the 
South Penn Collier} late today. Two 
of the injured were seriously hurt. 

Those who lost their lives were 
William Coulson and his son, Al- 
bert; Edward Green, Bruno Trycko 
and Albert Brimbo. All lived in or 
near this city. 

First reports were that a number 
of workers had been entombed ‘and 
the head of the shaft was soon sur- 
rounded by weeping women and 
children. Colliery officials, however, 
set the rumors at rest by issuing a 
statement that: all had been ac- 
counted for. Rescue parties reached 
the dead and injured without diffi- 
culty. 

The explosion was said to have 
béen caused by the discharge of 
dynamite in a gas-laden atmos- 
phere. 











FIND RADIO BURGLAR 
GUILTY OF MURDER 


Queens Jury Returns Verdict in 
First Degree Against Hilton 
for Kenny Shooting. 








DEATH SENTENCE MONDAY 





No Witnesses Called by Defense 
—Lawyer Says Neglect Caused 
Policeman’s Demise. 





Paul E. Hilton, the radio burglar, 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree for the shooting of Patrolman 
Arthur Kenny on March 25 last by 
a jury in the Queens County Court 
at Long Island City yesterday. No 
witnesses testified for the defense, and 
after counsel for both sides had ad- 
dressed the jury it deliberated for two 
hours and ten minutes before reaching 
the verdict. : 

The verdict automatically carries an 
imposition of sentence of death and 
Hilton will be sentenced by Judge 
Frank F. Adel next Monday morning. 

Although Hilton’s counsel! did not ca!) 
any witne.ses in his behalt Thomas 
D. Austin, who was associated with 
William F. Ryan in fis defense, in his 
address to the jury laid the blame for 
Kenny’s death directly at the door of 
the Mary Immaculate Hospital at 
Jamaica, where the wounded police- 
man was taken immediately after the 
shooting. : 


Sees a “Colossal Mistake.” 


“Kenny died as the result of the 
most colossal mistake on the part of a 
hospital that has ever been shown to 
a jury,’ he said. 

Mrs. Kenny, widow of the slain 
policeman, was not in the court room 
when the verdict was announced. She 
return:d.a few minutes after Hilton 
had been taken back to his ‘cell and 
when she tearned the verdict said: 

“No one knows but myself how 
happy I am.” . 

Kenny was shot on the night of 
March 25, a tew minutes after Detec- 
tive Frank Donnelly had been shot by 
a man who ran from a house in Wood- 
haven’ Queens. Kenny and Donnelly 
with scores of other policemen- had 
been detailed ‘to try and capture the 
radio burglar who had terrorized the 
Woodhaven and Elmhurst districts of 
Queens by a series: of daring bur 
glaries. 

The testimony of witnesses for the 
prosecution occupied two days, and 
when court reconvened yesterday 
morning, Attorney Ryan moved that 
the indictment against Hilton be dis- 
missed. The motion was denied by 
Judge Adel and then, to the surprise 
of those who crowded the court room, 
Mr. Ryan announced that the defense 
rested without callirig any witnesses. 

Mr. Austin addressed the jury in be- 
half of Hilton and contended that 
Kenny died as the result of eight 
days’ neglect in the Mary Immacu- 
late Hospital. He said that the only 
thing done for the wounded man at 
the hospital was to make an applica- 
tion of iodine to the wound. 

“Kenny was allowed to lie there 
from March 25 to April 2 without a 
single approved, scientific thing being 
done for him.” he said. ‘The best 
proof of that is the treatment he re- 
ceived after his eventual removal to 
the Post-Graduate Hosiptal.” 

Mr. Austin said that Dr. Henry Ber- 


lin was in charge of Kenny’s case at}. 


the Mary Immaculate Hospitai and 
that the physician was onl 24 
years old and had been practising 
medicine for only a year. 

“There is no reason why - Kenny 
should not have been one of the wit- 
nesses here, had he received proper 
care and treatment after his wound- 
ing,”’ he said. 

“Are you going to take another life 
because one life was taken when an 
agency failed to administer proper pre- 
cautions?”’ ‘ .

LONDON, May 6.—Riqtous scenes 
took place in Edinburgh and Glasgow 
today and many charges had to be 
made by the police.

Many civilians were injured in a 
struggle in Princes Street, the main 
thoroughfare of Edinburgh, and had 
to be taken to the hospital, while four 
policemen werg hurt by stones and 
one was slashed with a razor.

LONDON, May 6. — Georgé Pearson,

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LONDON, May 6.—That the general 
strike was utterly illegal; that every 
railway man, for instance, who joined 
it in defiance of his ‘contract was 
liable to be’ sued in the County Court 
and every trade union leader who in- 
cited him to do so was liable to dam- 
ages “to the uttermost farthing of 
his personal possessions,’’ was the new 
light in which the great industrial 
conflict waged in England since Mon- 
day was represented in the House of 
Commons tonight by Sir John Simon, 
a Liberal leader and one of the fore- 
most constitutional lawyers in Eng- 
land. 

Following a heated debate, a motion 
that the House agree to the cy 
tegulations already put in orc ) by the 
Government to ‘meet'\the - strike. nitu-| 
ation, was carried without a division, 
after all thé Labor members had 
walked out.’ 

The case for the Government was set 


forth by Sir John Simon in precise and 
lawyer-like fashion. 


The Law in the Case. 


“We have all been so much con- 
cerned with the gravity of the situa- 


tion,’”” he said, ‘“‘that one novel feature 
of it has not deen appreciated as 
widely as it ought to have been. We 
hear the present disaster referred to as 
a general strike and this genera! cessa- 
tion of work is regarded by a. great 
many people as though it were a 
species of strike of the same character 
as previous strikes, though, of course, 
vastly greater in extent. 

“But when this disturbance is over 
and Parliament resumes its normal 
functions it will be very necessary to 
appreciate that this general strike is 
not a strike at all. The resolution of 
the Trades Union Congress to call 
everybody out, regardless of contracts 
made by workmen is not a lawful one. 
Every workman who left his work 
witout notice broke the law, and it 
would be‘lamentable if the working 
classes went on with this business 
without understanding that they are 

ng part in a novel and itterly 
illegal proceeding.

LONDON, May 6 (#).—Motor buses 
with barbed wire entanglements on 
their hoods appeared in the streets 
today’ as an answer to the young 
hooligans who have been stopping 
buses, uncovering the engines and 
smashing them with sledge ham- 
mers and stones. It is expected 
that the barbed wire will hold off 
the attackers until police can ar- 
rive, 

The General Omnibus Company of 
London said that eighty buses were 
in operation today, forty-seven of 
which were damaged in street dis- 
turbances. It is expected that 
stronger police protection will be 
available tomorroy. 

The buses have been operated 
with volunteer crews, carrying four 
or five men apiece in addition to a 
policeman. Many youths in plus 
fours and college blazers among the 
crews are especial targets for 
taunts front the strikers’ pickets.

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LONDON, May 6.—Although Govern- 
ment officials and steamship companies 
report the situation at the big ports 
satisfactory, the exultant report of the 
Trade Union Council that shipping is 
practically at a standstill has a con- 
siderable element of truth. : 

The dock workers are probably the 
most unruly element concerned in the 
strike, and it is they who have caused 
some of the most serious disturbances 
in London. The-police are concentrat- 
ing their attention on the neighborhood 
of the East India docks and Lime- 
house. 

Whatever the situation is at other 
ports, it is certain that London as a 
shipping centre is temporarily dead. 
Among the ships tied up at London 
wharves ate the American Farmer, a 
United States Shipping Board vessel, 
and the Minnetonka of the Atlantic 
Transport Line. 

The Trade Union Council said today 
that as yet no effort had been made 
to tie up the Atlantic liners, but added 
that one might be made. 

So far as seamen are concerned, no 
organized strike has as yet developed.

LONDON, Friday, May 7.—There is 
no sign of yielding on either side in 
Britain’s great general strike. The ex- 
citement of the first days is giving 
way to dogged obstinacy.

It has 
deft behind nothing but drabness and 
sameness and the uncanny feeling of 
coming terrors if neither side breaks 
the other soon. 
There is no mistaking the growing 
bitterness of the forces pitted against 
each other in the fight for mastery- 
over Great Britain. The smiles and 
jokes of the first hourg of the strike 
are no mere. Now one sees. 

Britain is"in-a state of war without 
the panoply of warfare. There is no 
rattle of musketry or boom of artil- 
lery, but if ever a battle was waged in 
this world’ it is being waged now in 
Britain. It is.a battle fought prac- 
tically in silence, but what a battle 
it is! 

Military Display in London. 


Here and there, to be sure, are the 
usual appurtenances of warfare. Ar- 
mored cars crawled through London 
today on the way to. the military con- 
centration centres. Squads of soldiers 
guarded bus garages. Sentries in full 
war equipment, many more of them 
than usual, marched briskly to and 
fro in front of the royal palaces. 
And outside London there are troop 
movements to places where trouble 
may break out at a moment's notice 
and, sudden marchings of battalions 
on undisclosed errands. 

Civilians also are lending a touch of 
war to England in the past three days. 
Nearly every bus which dares to ven- 
ture into London streets has a police- 
man seated beside the driver. And 
there is also barbed wire strung over 
the radiator in case the strikers de- 
cide to mepkey with the motive power. 

Around the newspaper offices in the 
Flect Street region ‘strike pickets 
lurked all day. Rumors of coming at- 
tacks come thick and fast. 

“They are going to storm your build- 
ing tonight,” members of The London 
Times staff and foreign correspondents 
having offices in the building were 
told. But the threatened storm did not 
materialize.

Government Holding Its - Own. 
An impartial ‘opinion about. the 
progress of the strike as a whole is 
that within the limits to which it so 
far has been confiried by the labor 
leaders the Government is at least 


holding its own, and if anything is 
gaining ground. Transport is being 


' slowly but steadily bettered, food sup- 


plies are being maintained, news- 
papers continue to be printed in some 
form or other, and order, except in 
those portions of the cities which are 
not over-orderly at the best, is being 
fairly well maintained. 

But labor still has many trump 
cards to play, and if necessary it may 
play them. Another possibility is that 
the strike fever may spread of itself 
and become epidemic. Provision of 
food, now tolerated by the strikers, 
may be interfered with, telegraphs and 
telephones cut off, andthe supply of 
light and gas for~heating interrupted. 
An attempt may be made to tie up all 
shipping and produce a situation anal- 
ogous to that which was created by 
the German submarines “during the 
war, though in this the strikers would 
be cutting off their nose to spite their 
own face. 

Such a broadening of -front by labor 
would undoubtedly be met by. more 
drastic Government measures, and vol- 
un civilian cooperation, now repre- 
sented by volunteer train hands and 
special constables, might take a: form 
more akin to Fascism, Thesesape the 
possibilities now being -visualized by 
all classes.

Mighty Battle in Fleet Street. 


Working in London’s newspaper 
quarter, where every night courageous 
members of the staffs who have stuck 
co their posts to, get out makeshift 
editions in the teeth of glowering 
pickets and hooting crowds of strik- 
‘ers, one gets a vivid impression of 


how. much of this stupendoys strike is 
a battle for freedom of the press. It 
was the refusal of the printers in the 
Daily Mail office to print an editorial 
which displeased them that precipitat- 
ed the Government break with the 
labor leaders.. .And ever since every 
night a battle is waged in:the Fleet 
Street neighborhood between those pro- 
ducing the miniature newspapers 
which, puny though they are, atill 
breathe defiance of the strikers’ vio- 
lence and those who would muzzle by 
terrorist ‘tactics editors who denounce 
the strike and the strikers, 

This phase of the grim struggle now 
going on in England is touched upon 
in the official Government communique 
which says: 

“The attempt. of the trade unions to 
silence the press is being defeated. It 
seems probable that the failure of the 
attempt to stifle the organs of public 
opinion will be the first definite event 
in the conflict. 

Today Londoners had another hard 
time getting to and from work. To 
their previous difficulties caused by 
almost total absence of trains, street 
cars and buses, was the added defec- 
tion of taxicabs. Taxi chauffeurs quit 
in the morning almost in a body. 

Violence and obstruction from ‘strik- 
era:have also increased. In London one 
busrwas burned today and many other- 
wise damaged. One man was killed 
when a green driver of a bus acci- 
dentally fan it onto a sidewalk seek- 
ing to escape strikers attacking him. 
On many roads leading to the city om 
the suburbs — strikers  interferred 
throughout the day with those seeking 
to enter the city. 

One member of THe .New YorE 
Times staff, who lives about ten miles 
from THE New York Times office, tried 
vainly tonight to get. to work. Every 
time he started toward London his car 
was turned back by one group or an- 
other of strikers in no mood for par- 
leying,

In the House of Commons Sir John 
Simon, one of the most notable legal 
lights in England, pointed out that 
the general strike is absolutely illegal 
and every striker liable to prosecution.

Included in the Government’s night |

“Trade and industry throughout the 
entire country continue to suffer 
grievous injury from the general 
strike. 

“Equally throughout the entire coun- 
try vital services of food, milk, light 
and power are being successfully 
maintained by his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and every obstacle is being pro- 
gressively surmounted. 

“No serious disorders have taken 
place, but collisions of a minor char- 
acter between the police forces and 
persons endeavoring to obstruct the 
movement of supplies are reported at 
various places. 

“There is abundant food and ample 
transport is available, but picketing 
by strikers is interfering with the dis- 
tribution. The Cooperative Wholesale 
Society has been especially hampered. 
This aspect will require increasing at- 
tention during the next few days, and 
all attempts to impede the free move- 
ment of the public or its food will be 
methodically and firmly repressed. 


Constables Being Sworn In. 


“The numbers of special constables 
are being steadily increased and pro- 
tection on a growing: and wider scale 
will be afforded daily. The navy has 
rendered prompt and effectual civil 
assistance at several seaports. No use 
or display of armed force has been 
required, 

“The public is advised to pay no at- 
tention to alarmist rumors which may 
be spread by disaffected ‘persons. 
Typical cases of the circulation of 
such reports are that the Post Office 
Savings Bank has suspended payment 
and that mutinies have occurred

‘‘The General Council is ready at any 
moment to resume negotiations for an. 
honorable settlement. It enforces no 
conditions for resuming a preliminary 
discussion with the Government on any 
aspects of the case, 

“It is obvious, however, that at this 
stage, with no knowledge of the sub- 
sequent line of policy that the Govern- 
ment intends to pursue, that the Gen- 
eral Council cannot comply with the 
Prime Minister’s request for uncon- 
ditional withdrawal of the _ strike 
notices, The General Council, it must 
be remembered, was not. responsible 
for the breakdown in the negotiations. 
The strike was due to the Govern- 
ment’s refusal to secure withdrawal of 
the lockout notices in the mining .in- 
dustry and to its action in provocative, 
ing the side of the coal owners 
and in breaking off the negotiations at 
a time when the General Council was 
sincerely seeking a peaceful settlement. 

“The conditions that govern the re- 
opening of the discussion should be 
different from the conditions governing 
the withdrawal of notices for the gen- 
eral strike; and inasmuch as the Gov- 
ernment was responsible for the break- 
ing off of negotiations, any prelimi- 
nary parleys with a view to cover- 
ing a basis upon which the negotia- 
tions might be renewed and the with- 
drawal of the general strike notices 
subsequently considered, can only be 
undertaken in a free and unfettered 
atmosphere, 

“The General Council of the Trades 
Union Congress, while ready at any 
moment to resume negotiations for an 
honorable settlement, gives an un- 
qualified ‘No’ to the Premier's re- 
quest for unconditional withdrawal of 
the strike notices.’ 

Newcastle Breakdown Reported. 

The official statement issued by the 
Trades Union Council during the af- 
ternoon stressed news received from 
Newcastle, where, it was said, the 
voluntary organization for the supply 
of food had broken down and the 
trade unions had been asked to under- 
take the distribution of supplies in- 
stead. A guarantee has-been given, 
according to the official statement, 
that military and naval contingents 
would be removed. 

A report from Birmingham, the great 
centre of the iron and steel trade, 
states that trams and railways are 
not. operating, and it is_ difficult to 
keep men at work in the factories not 
immediately involved iff the strike. 
Strikers’ committees: in ‘Leicester, 
‘Portsniouth, Doncaster, Northampton, 
Wolverhampton, Luton, Rugby .and 
Woolwich announce that the strike is 
a complete success in these centres. 
In Carnarvonshire the County Coun- 
cil has adopted a resolution, it is said, 
asking that the miners’ lockout notices 
should be withdrawn and the miners 
allowed to resume work at the old 
wages pending a resumption of nego- 
tiations. Carnarvonshire is David 
Lloyd George’s county. 

“Regarding rumors that peace over- 
tures have been begun-—-based on the 
fact that Herbert Smith and H. A. 
Cook, President and Secretary, respec- 
tively, of the miners, had conferences 
with Ramsay MacDonald in.the House 
of Commons during the day—it is true 
they were in the House, but only to 
listen to the debate,” says the state- 
ment. ‘‘The whole matter, as already 
announced, has been placed in the 
hands of the General Council of the 
Trades Union Congress, who alone can 
make an authoritative statement.”’ 


Reply Is Made to Baldwin. 
_ ‘We see Prime Minister Baldwin has 
stated that the Government cannot 
yield to the threat of a general strike 
and that negotiations would be re- 


sumed when the strike is ealled off,” | 


continued the labor spokesman. ‘We 
would remind the Prime Minister that 
there was a lockout of miners before 
the strike was called. Despite that 
fact we are making and will continue 
to make every effort to secure the 
withdrawal of lockout notices so ne- 
gotiations can be resumed in a freer 
atmosphere. ; 
“We also understand that at the 
Government press conference today 
there was a statement that efforts had 
been made to induce railway clerks 
not to handle: foodstuffs.

BRITISH STRIKE HITS — 
FRENCH AGRICULTURE 


Prices Fall When Exports of Fuits 


and Vegetables Are Stopped 
—Air Traffic Rises.

PARIS, May 6.—The general strike in 
England has affected. France in di- 
verse ways. The suppression of all 
but two of the daily cross-Channel 
boats has increased the air traffic be- 
tween Paris and London 40 per cent. 
Twelve airplanes left yesterday with 
sixty-two passengers and four tons of 
cargo. , 

Nearly all express trains from Paris 
to the coast have been canceled and 
only petishabte, urgent shipments are 
being’ made, 


The cessation of the expoxt of French 
vegetables and early fruits, of which 
the English are the principal buyers, 
has caused a drop in the various mar- 
kets of from 40 to 50 per cent. . 

In Paris today the price of new Brit- 
tany potatoes dropped 30 francs a 
hundred kilograms. At Montpelier, in 
the south of France. cherries, which 
had been bought three days ago for 
350 francs a hundred kilograms, sold 
qesterday for 150 francs. 

French ports usually supplied by 
England are making arrangements to 
import German coal to fuel ships. Sev- 
eral cargoes shipped from French ports 
to England have had to be brought 
back and unloaded here. Cargees from 
America are alsa being held at French 
ports awaiting instructions concerning 
erst possibility of unloading in. Eng- 
and. 


PARIS, May 6 (#).—The British strike 
has brought benefit to the French con- 
suming public in the form of an un- 
precedented fall in prices of early 
Spring foodstuffs because of cessation 
of exportation to England. But ex- 
porters face heavy losses. British ves- 
sels are not even taking aboard car- 
goes already contracted for. The 
Cabinet has directed the’ Minister of 
Agriculture to arrange with the rail- 
roads for the returns of the perishable 
foodstuffs rotting on sidings in Chan- 
nel ports awaiting transportation to 
England. 

French newspapers are following the 
British. strike with unparalled interest, 
featuring news of the latest events in 
England, supplemented by vivid de- 
scriptions of London in the satrike’s 
grip, written by Paris reporters sent 
across the Channel. 

Even the decline of the ¢ranc is 
overshadowed in the newspapers by 
the great labor disturbance, which is 
considered partially responsible for the 
franc’s fall.

Stock Exchange Provides 1,400 in 
London and Big Firms Respond 
With Thousands More.

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LONDON, May 6.—Following the ap- 
peal by the Home Secretary for volun- 
teers to act as special constables a 
large number of applications for such 
service are already on file. 

Stock Exchange members alone have 
promised 1,400 volunteers and a pro- 
portionate response is being made by 
members of the Baltic and Corn Ex- 
changes and ‘also the Lloyds and Com- 
mercial sale rooms. 

The Secretary of State for War an- 
nounces that he has no objection to 
officers and men enlisting as special 
constables on strike duty. 

“The Government will leave no stone 
unturned to defend and protect the na- 
tion in this crisis,” the Home Sec 
tary said. ‘‘We are entitled to app 
for men of good-will to join us in what- 
ever Capacity they can, but at the mo- 
ment the greatest demand and need is 
for special constables.’ 

It is stated that the vast majority 
of the volunteers for special constabu- 
lary duty are comparatively young men 
of good physique, So far the recruits 
have done splendid work in aiding the 
regular police force, notably in con- 
trolling the street traffic. ' 

The British Red Cross and the St. 
John Home Service Ambulance Section 
have undertaken at the Government's 
request to organize the transport of 
patients to all London hospitals requir- 
ing such special help. Similar duties 
are being carried out by large num- 
bers of private cars which, having 
been volunteered by their owners, are 
being supplied for hospital needs by 
the .Ministry of Transport and the 
Automotive Club. Among those doing 
such hospital work are various. women 
volunteers. : . 


Fearful of Strike’s World Effects. 

MEXICO CITY, May 6 (7).—Although 
sympathizing with the British strikers, 
El Universal today says that it views 
with consternation the possibilities of 
the conflict, not, only to England, bit 
to the entire world.

Government is profiting by the ex- 
perience gleaned as various parts of 
the experimental labor system are put 
into effect, and it intends to.make 
this internal. body within the State 
an integral part of governmental ma- 
chinerg. 

“If we are successful, and we are 
confident we will be, our scheme will 
solve one of the thorniest problems 
of the twentieth century. The. work- 
ers will be benefited and will have a 
constant means of expression and pro- 
tection, while the State will have 
transformed into a source of strength 
and harmony whet formerly was a 
source of loss and danger. 

“Meanwhile the British strike has 
uot had the slightest economic, politi- 
cal or laborist repercussion in Italy. 
We have plenty of coal and have 
sources of supply abroad outside of 
Great Britain. Our workers are en- 
tirely unaffected by the strike and the 
Government is maintaining rigid order 
and discipline.”’

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MORE LONDON BUSES 
PUT INTO OPERATION 


Strikers Cripple Many, but the 
Regulars and Independents 
Maintain Service. 








TUBES GET 200 WORKERS 





First Fatality Occurs When Car 
Jumps Sidewalk When Attacked 
by Crowd.

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LONDON, \May 6.—Crowded into 
motor trucks, jammed into omnibuses, 
charabancs and private automobiles, 
perched on bicycles or footing it under 
their own power, the great army of 
London workers again surged to busi- 
‘ness this morning. + 

Overnight the strike of taxicab 
drivers had deprived them of one use- 
ful means of transportation; that was 
the main difference compared with the 
previous two days. 

The action of the taxi drivers was 
gwaid to be dictated partly by loyalty 
to the unions and partly by prudence. 
It was taken in obedience to the deci- 
sion on Wednesday night of the joint 
meeting of the Motor Cab Trade Pro- 
tection Society and the taxicab drivers’ 
branch of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. A number of drivers 
who réceived no notice of the decision 
appeared on the streets this morning 
but on learning of the action of the 
unions they immediately returned to 
the garages. 

During the last two days many taxi 
drivers had been attacked, and in some 
cases their cabs were damaged. 
Though they had been reaping a rich 
harvest in fares, it was, therefore, 
with some relief that they decided to 
follow the example of their fellow- 
unionists. - 

More Buses on the Streets. 


The defection of the taxicabs made 
the streets slightly less impassable, 
but did not prevent London workers, 
case-hardened by three railway strikes 


in six years, from going to their work, 
and in some ways their lot was better 
than it has been since the strike be- 
gan. 

The London General Omnibus Com- 
pany, which nad 200 buses on the 
streets yesterday, had more today. It 
was noticeable again that only buses 
of ancient vintage were risked in ser- 
vice, despite the fact that today, for 
the first time, a policeman rode be- 
side each driver. 

The pirate buses, which, since the 
strike began, are —— more po- 
litely referred to as ‘‘independents,” 
were running us usual. Some buses 
had their radiators protected with 
barbed wire. 

There was marked improvement in 
the suburban railway services. Every 
London underground railway is now 
giving some service, varying from a 
three-minute time table on the Central 


“London tube to half-hour trains on 


the district railway. Four hundred 
trainmen are now available for op- 
erating the underground trains, and 
arrangements have been made for 250 
men daily to pass through a dozen 

ining centres which have been es- 
tablished to meet the needs of the 
strike. 


First Fatality in Attack on Bus. 


If the services are better, however, 
they are countered in some degree by 
the more strenuous efforts of the 
strikers to prevent the public availing 
itself of them. The first fatality, so 
far as known, to take place in London 
as a direct result of the strike occurred 
this afternoon when a motor bus was 
threatened b~ a crowd in the unruly 
Elephant and Castle district and the 
bus mounted the pavement and killed 
@ man. 

Another bus was set on fire and 
the strikers also succeeded in nullify- 
ing efforts by the London County 
Council Tramways Department to pro- 
vide street car service from Camber- 
well. Six cars manned by volunteers 
and employes of the department and 
oso by police officers were 

rought out, but only one succeeded 
in reaching its destination. The others 
returned to the depot after being dam- 
aged, but not before a fracas occurred 
in which the police made use of their 
clubs. ; 

Attempts were also made to disor- 
ganize the emergency service provided 
by the London General Omnibus Com- 
pany at various points. In Hammer- 
smith particularly hostile crowds at- 
tacked the drivers. Eighty buses in all 
‘were so badly damaged they could not 
reach their depots. 

The company announced tonight, 
however, that fifty more buses be 
put on the road tomorrow. 


Rioting Strikers Imprisoned. 


All these. disturbances and others 
during the last two days have produced 
a plentiful crop of police court cases.

It is claimed. at labor headquarters 
that the whole staff of the Government 
Arsenal at Woolwich is on ‘strike, but 
the Government issued a statement 
that 2,000 of 8,000 workers there re- 
turned today. 

Car Owners Carry Pedestrians. 

Thousands of Londoners owning cars 
cheerfully volunteered throughout to- 
day to transport pedestrians. These 
volunteers jincluded rich owners of 
stylish limousines and thence, through 
all gradations of car proprietors, to 
those operating the cheapest and most 
antiquated forms of motors. 

THE New ‘YORK TIMEs correspondent, 
who found no taxi this morning to 
take him to his office, wa§ smilingly 
told by a young man running a car 
and wearing plus-fours to jump in, 
which he did.

BRITONS WOULD KEEP CRICKET. 


Cabinet Decides Games Should Be 
-Played to Promote Good Feeling.

LONDON, May 6.—‘‘Cricket as usual’ 
is one of the slogans among those 
combating the general strike. 

The immense importance which Brit- 
ons attaches to their national game 
is shown by the statement made to- 
day by Lord Middleton, acting as 
chairman at the annual meeting of 
the Surrey County Cricket Club. He 
told the cricketers that he had asked 
Prime Minister Baldwin when the 
strike began whether it would be de- 
sirable for the British to keep up 
cricket playing. Mr. Baldwin informed 
him that he had consulted the Cabinet 
cr the ‘momentous subject and that 
the Cabinet, felt that cricket should 
be played despite the strike, since it 
involved no expense. or strain on the 
resources needed in the strike and 
would be a means of promoting good 
feeling among all the sport loving 
classes. 

The wish was expressed that all the 
players needed on the county cricket 
teams should get the required assist- 
ance and, it? was added, that only in 
the event of a grave,emergency would 
such cricketers be required for any 
anti-strike work for which they had 
olunteered. 


STOCKS CLOSE FIRM HERE. 


Sterling Exchange Is a Point Higher 
and Well Supported. 

The British strike continued to re- 
strict trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday, but prices ruled 
firmer, reflecting increasing confidence 
among financial leaders here that a 
settlement will be reached soon. Stock 
sales for the day amounted only to 
601,763 shares, which was 57,000 less 
than Wednesday’s total nd the small- 
est turnover since Oct. 29, 1924. Ster- 
ling exchange was well supported in 
the principal markets of the world, re-, 
flecting international confidence in the 
British Government’s position. Domes- 
tic commodity markets «ere firm, 
showing a tendency to ignore the Brit- 
ish situation and to react to market 
developments in this country. : 

At the close of the day sterling wa 
quoted at $4.85 in the New York for- 
eign exchange market, against a clos- 
ing quotation of $4.84 15-16 on Wednes- 
Gay. The rate during most of yester- 
day was slightly lower than on the pre- 
vious day, but there was no undue 
pressure and an increased demand 
made itself felt toward the close of 
trading. The demand for sterling was 
said to have come mostly from com- 
mercial sources, and dealers declared 
that the British Government had not 
yet found it necessary to support ex- 
change. 


Believe Strike Short-Lived. 


In the stock market the dullness was 


even more pronounced than on the pre- 
vious day, most traders being unwill- 
ing to commit themselves in either di- 
rection with the British situation stili 
full of uncertainties.* In the hour 
or so of the session, however, distinct 
firmness developed, and a number of 
specialties were bid up from 1 to 38 
points. While careful to hedge their 
statements by saying that forecasts 
were difficult, most ban king authori- 
ties expressed. the opinion that the 
strike would be over in a week or so. 
While realizing the firm stand taken 
by both sides they believe tk.t the 
strike is so\ great it is bound soon 
to fall. of its on weight. ieports re- 
ceived in the financial district late in 
the day were to the effect that prog- 
ress was made in English 
transportation and other business ser- 
vices. The calm manner in which 
financial London has taken the situa- 
tion also contributed to the growing 
confidence here. 


England Buys American Coal. 


Additional reports were received here 
of effects of the strike on several 
American industries, especially coal. 
According to information compiled by 
The Daily Metal Trade, eight to ten 
cargoes of coal, involving 30,000 to 
40,000 tons, already have been char- 
tered for shipment from Hampton 
Roads as a direct result +f. the strike.

SHIP STRIKE TEST 
10 COME TOMORROW 


Five British Liners Scheduled to 
Sail From Other Side and 
Six From New York. 








COMPANIES ARE PREPARED 


Cunard Officials Cable Ample Vol- 
unteers Are Available—White Star 
Minimizes Arabic Flurry. 


. 





The third day of the English general 
strike was marked by increasing op- 
timism on the part of the large steam- 
ship companies operating transatlantic 
lines between this city and Great Bri- 
tain. While officials of all the major 
lines pointed out that the real test 
would not come until tomorrow, when 
five British liners are scheduled to 
leave English and Scotch ports for 
New York and six more to sail hence 
for the United Kingdom, they said that 
all the information they had received 
indicated that none of the boats would 
experience trouble. 

The Cunard Line announced that it 
had received two cablegrams from its 
Liverpool office, both of which indi- 
cated that emergency measures being 
taken were adequate to cope with any 
difficulties. The first, decoded early 
in the morning, read: 

“Mauretania, Scythia crews signed. 
Commenced to discharge Scythia with 
volunteers, of- whom ample numbers 
available. Southampton hope dis- 
charge fruit Mauretania but not so 
well placed for volunteer force. Rail- 
way traffic being resumed.’ 

The Mauretania and the Scythia are 
both scheduled to sail tomorrow, as is 
also the Anchor liner Cameronia. At 
the Cunard office it was pointed out 
that fewer men are available at 
Southampton than at Liverpool, the 
latter being the company’s headquar- 
ters, from which clerks could be read- 
ily commandeered. 

The second cablegram, received in 
the afternoon, read: ° 

“Discharge cargo Mauretania, Scy- 
thia proceeding satisfactorily. Not- 
withstanding transfer difficulties all 
Ascania’s passengers exception three 
arrived and embarked Southampton. 
Railway companies gradually improv- 
ing train service. General situation 
conditions vary according to locality. 
At Liverpool definite improvement 
manifested.”’ 

At the Cunard Line it was said that 
frequently more than three passengers 
missed a sailing even in normal times. 


Minimize Arabic Walkout. 


A similar view of the situation was 
taken by the White Star Line. Its of- 
ficials insisted that the attempted 
walkout on the Arabic had no con- 
nection with the strike in England. 

“The real cause of the strike was 
fear on the part of the firemen that 
we had shipped fourteén greenhorns,” 
said one of them. ‘“‘Members of the 
‘black gang’ always argue that inex- 
perienced men become seasick and thus 
unable to work. As a result they de- 
mand more pay. Trouble like this hap- 
pens from time to time. It is a nor. 
mal problem of shipping and to call it 
mutiny or to point out a connection 
with the British strike is absurd.” 

Word was received by the White Star 
Line that both the; Cedric and the 
Atlantic Transport finer Minnetonka 
were preparing to sail on Saturday. 
In the case of the Cedric, passengers 
have been advised to go to Liverpool 
a day or two earlier. The line will 
either arrange hotel accommodations 
or quarter them on the boat. Accord- 
ing to officials of the line, the Olympic 
will sail from New York as scheduled. 

“There will be no repetition of the 
Arabic difficulty on the Olympic,” it 
was said. 

The United States Lines had no in- 
formation ‘whether many passengers 
on the Leviathan who had planned to 
visit England would disembark at 
Cherbourg. A report to this effect had 
been dispatched from Europe, saying 
that the French Government would 
visa passports on shipboard. They did 
not know whether the bookings for the 
return trip of the Leviathan on May 11 
and of the Republic on May 13 were 
unusually high. A_ cablegram from 
their Southampton’ office said all 
arrangements had been made to dock 
the Leviathan at 5 P. M. on Friday. 

“Anticipate no difficulty in oiling the 
Leviathan at Southampton,” the cahle 
said.

yesterday with England as her final 
destination was the American Mer- 
chant of the American Merchant Line.

Probably Cut Out Plymouth. 

The French Line reported that its 
liner France sailed yesterday morning 
carrying about 600 passengers. The 
cable informing them of this made no 
mention of calling at Plymouth and it 
is assumed that the vessel is omitting 
that port.’ The line has no word as to 
whether English passengers boarded 
the France at Havre. 

The Furness-Withy Company offi- 
cials said that in addition to the 
freighter London Exchange, which 
sailed Wednesday, they have three 


other vessels on the high seas bound

Pacific Shipper sailed for the Pacific) 


Coast on Tuesday and another boat, 
the Newfoundland, is scheduled to sail 
from England on Saturday. They said 
they anticipated no difficulty in sailing 
it and that the London Commerce 
would leave New York for Great 
Britain on May 15. 

The fact, that the vessels indicated 
had sailed, apparently with full crews, 
has heartened British and other freight 
operators who have been inclined to be 
pessimistic: They felt that, even if 
seamen were not to be affected, long- 
shore labor would be impossible to 
obtain.

British General Strike Thrills the Soviets; 
Communists Confident ‘Comrades’ Will Win

LENINGRAD, May 6.—The English 
strike has given Leningrad its greatest 
thrill since the Russian revolution. Of 
course I mean the Soviet part of Lenin- 
grad, the Communists and organized 
workers, who perhaps amount to 250,- 
000 adults. Some of them appear to 
think it merely a question of days be- 
fore England has a Bolshevik Govern- 
ment and this despite the fact that 
the newspapers on the whole are treat- 
ing the English news. in a fair, con- 
servative manner—witnh big scare 
heads, but without exaggeration or 
distortion. . 

The United Labor Federations of 
Leningrad have subscribed $25,000 for 
the support of the English strikers, 
and every newspaper and every fac- 
tory is running a special fund. When 
I read the thing in this morning’s 
papers I didn’t believe individual 
workers were giving money at this pe- 
riod of economic depression, with the 
spectre of increased unemploymert 
overhanging the city, but during the 
day I talked with a number of work- 
ers Who are actually contributing from 
50 cents to g couple of dollars—10, even 
5, cents—from their own pockets ‘‘to 


aid our English comrades in their 
fight for freedom.” 

Naturally they judge England by 
their own experience, under their own 
Government, having no idea what 
freedom the English workers already 
enjoy. Several asked me today whether 
the fact that none of the strike lead- 
ers have been imprisoned or shot did 
not prove that the English workers 
weré already victorious. 

Every factory here voted a resolution 
of solidarity and encouragement to 
“our English comrades." Naturally 
there is some measure $f self-interest 
involved. For instance, I heard such 
remarks as “If the English workers 
seize power’’—this is reminiscent of one 
of the earliest phrases of the Bolshe- 


vik revolution—‘‘they will give us. help 
and credits. But, generally speaking, 
the sentiment appears genuine enough. 
Politically there is little doubt that 
the English strike—whatever the issue 
—is a great, positive service to the So- 
viet authorities in that it has rekindled 
the revolutionary enthusiasm of the 
Russian workers at the precise moment 
when the economic crisis js sharpest.

CONSUL IS HECKLED 
BY BRITISH SEAMEN 


Sir Harry Armstrong Prevents 
Police From Ejecting Group 
of Disturbers at Meeting. 








APPEALS TO THEIR LOYALTY 





Interruption at Port Society Exer- 
cises Ends When Cpzaker Argues 
the Challengers Down. 





Sir Harry Gloster Armstrong, British 
.Consul General, was heckled last night 
by British seamen during exercises at 
the third annual Great Britain-France- 
America night, at the New York Port 
Society, 166 Eleventh Avenue, but 
when two policemen rushed at the dis- 
turbers with drawn clubs he plead 
with the patrelmen to permit the men 
to remain because it was a ‘friendly 
meeting.”’ 

Yhe heckling took place during an 
appeal by Sir Henry to the seamen for 
support of the Government in the gen- 
eral strike. Three hundred sailors of 
Great Britain, France and the United 
States were in the hall, but most of 
them were British sailors who had lis- 
tened quietly to speeches by Maxim 
Mongendera, French Consul General, 
and Henry Morgenthau, former United 
States Ambassador to Turkey, on’good- 
will among the three nations. Mrs. 
Charles R. Scarborough presided. 

“There is a cloud in England and 
over your British sailormen,’’ said Sir 
Harry, and the British seamen began 
to show restiveness. ‘This strike is 
not a strike under ordinary conditions. 
There has been no ballot taken by the 
laboring men, and——”’ 

“Yes, there was!’ shouted a sailor, 
springing to his feet. 

“T deny it,” said Sir Harry. 

Patrolmen Samuel W. Noble and 
George W. Renaghan, who were stand- 
ing at the door with Patrolman Bert 
Carlsen, ran to the standing sailor, 
besidé whom now stood a half dozen 
other men. . 

*‘Don't put them out, officers! Don't 
put them out!’’ shouted Sir Harry. 

But the policemen, unacquainted with 
the British custom of answering heck- 
lers and permitting them to remain 
standing, forced the sailors to sit 
down. And Sir Harry spoke again. 

“You sailors are not on strike—” 

‘‘We had no leaders!” shouted a man 
in the audience. 

*“How about the subsidy for the 
miners?” demanded another. 

“You men pay the subsidy either 
through lower wages or through 
higher prices England must charge for 
her goods if she pays subsidies,” an- 
swered Sir Harry. “If prices are 
higher than competition warrants, we 
can’t sell goods abroad, and then em- 
ployment and wages fall. I want to 
assure you men that the Government 
will stand by you. It’s your duty to 
stand by the British flag and uphold 
it, and everything will come out 
right.”’ : : 

There was no further interruption. ‘ 

When the last speech had been de- 
livered Lady Armstrong, wife of the 
British Consul General, arose from her 
chair on the platform and said: ‘‘You 
men of the merchant marine don’t 
want to see the British flag pulled 
down?” 

“No,” ‘shouted the seamen, most of 
whom.were from the ‘Celtic, Olympic, 
Canopic, Minnewaska, California and 
the Samland. About twenty of the 
men walked out as Sir Harry began 
his plea for the support of his Govern- 
ment, the explanatio. being offered 
that the seamen went to the hall ex- 
pecting to be entertained at a concert 
and not be asked €o express their sen- 
—— on the general «'zike in Eng- 
and. 

Earlier in the evening there was 
division in the vote of the sailors on 
a motion to send to Premier Stanley 
Baldwin resolutions of the Port So- 
ciety offering sympathy to England 
and to him over the general strike.

BANK ROBBER SHOT 
BY BOSTON MANAGER 


“Nick the Greek” Goes Down 
With Probably Fatal Wound 
After Thrilling Gun Duel. 








POLICE JOIN IN SHOOTING 





}George Mastores, on Way to Hos- 


pital, Complains of Losing His 
Man First. Time in 5 Years.

BOSTON, May 6.— A shot from the 
revolyer of Lawrence S. Bearse, man- 
ager of the branch of the First Na- 
tional Bank at Upham's corner, 
stopped the theft of $5,000 in cash by 
a lone gunman and probably ended the 
career of the bandit, who had missed 
his man for the first time in five years. 

The shot. was the climax of a thrill- 
ing battle between bank employes, 
aided by police, and ‘‘Nick the Greek,” 
otherwise known as George Mastoves, 
of Rochester, during which tellers 
éither stood, like the customers, with 
their hands up or crouched beneath 
the walls of the cages to keep out of 
the path of the dozens of bullets that 
were whizzing through the air. 

*“Nick’’ announced’ his arrival and 
his purpose with a‘shot through one 
of the panels of the revolving door. 
Ordering ‘‘hands up.“ he walked over 
to a cage and covered Douglas C. 


-| Campbell, the teller, and commanded: 


“Hand over all.the cash. I ain’t shot 
a guy in five years.” ; : 
Police Join in Battle. * 


Impatient at Canfpbell’s delayed re- 
sponse, the bandit reached into the 
cage and swept up the money, $5,333: 
He: then ordered a messenger to hand 
over a bag which contained a large 
sum, but the messenger substituted an 
empty one. : 

Then Manager. Bearse, who had 
made his way from the rear'of the 
bank to the desk on the street side, 
fired twice at the robber without ef- 
fect. Teller Joseph Maclellan, who 
had dropped-on the floor on ‘‘Nick’s’’ 
entrance, fired six shots. apparently 
without hitting the bandit. 

Mastores used the marble front of 
the teller’s cage as a protection 
against the shots. In the meantime 
Ellen G. Browne, telephone operator, 
at the direction of the bank’s_man- 
ager, hastily telephoned the police. 

Traffic Officer Johh J. Cameron ar- 
rived on hearing the shots. Through 
the glass door Cameron sent four bul- 
lets at the bandit, one of them strik- 
ing “the Greek’ in the foot. Then 
Cameron went to the sidewalk and 
fired four shots in the air, 
summoned Patrolman Arthur 
O’Shay. ° 

Bandit Complains of Defeat. 


Still crawling along, keeping the 
marble barrier between himéelf and 
the bank employes, and holding the 
bag of money in.one hand and his 
gun in the other, the.bandit came to 
the end of the partition and took aim 
at Bearse. . The bank manager, how- 
ever, was the quicker and sent a bul- 
let into Mastores’s forehead, oes 
his dash: for liberty. Police 
rived and took him to a hospital. On 
the way there Mastores kept mur- 
muring: 

“This is the first time in five Years 
I haven’t killed my man. This is the 
easiest way to get money.”’ 

The gunman had been working as 
a waiter in a restaurant acress the 
street from the bank. Fer six months 
pre- 
viously had been employed in candy 
shops and restaurants here. 


FREUD’S.BIRTHDAY 
IS CELEBRATED HERE 


Psychoanalyst 70 Years Old— 
Received First Recognition in 
America, Admirer Says. 


L. 








The seventieth birthday of Professor 
Sigmund Freud, the founder of psycho- 
analysis, was‘ observed at a meeting 
of the German Social and Scientific 
Society at the Hotel Majestic last 
night. In a review of the life of Freud, 
‘Dr. C. P. Oberndorf said that his recog- 
nition originally came from America. 

“His theories were at first regarded 
with suspicion and aversion by the 
medical profession in Austria and Ger- 
many,” said Dr. Oberndorf. ‘‘He had 
no university connections abroad. He 
was practically ostracized theré. His 
first important recognition came in 
1909 when he was invited to come to 
this country and address Clark Uni- 
versity. This invitation came through 
the late Professor G. Stanley Hall, the 
noted psychologist. Professor Hall 
and Professor James J. Putnam of 
Harvard were the leaders in bringing 
the doctrines of Freud to the attention 
of psychologists and the medical pro-, 
fession in this country. Recognition 
from American scientists reacted fa- 
vorably on his standing abroad, and 
his work was soon the subject of 
worldwide study and controversy.” 

Dr. Oberndorf said that the theories 
of Freud had stood the test of years of 
acute criticism and were admitted to- 
day to have great value, even by men 
who declined to accept his work as a 
whole. . :

GARNER HITS NEWTON BILL 





Objects to Treasury Paying Reich 
Debts—Committeemen Predict 
No Legislation This Session. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.— Two Ger- 
man property owners offered today to 
contribute $400,000 of interest money 
to the fund proposed by Representative 
Newton of Minnesota to reimburse 
American claimants against Germany, 
if, in ‘exchange, $2,000,000 of German 
property, held by the Alien Property 
Custodian, were returned to its owners. 

At the moment the offer was being 
made Representative Garner of Texas 
was denouncing the Newton bill as 
merely a sugar-coated version of the 
Mills bill and declaring that he would 
oppose it with all his influence. 

The Newton bill, presented to the 
Ways and Means Committee yesterday 
with Treasury approval, would create 
a fund to pay American claimants out 
of the interest on the alien property 
fund, the German payments for the 
Rhing army occupation and receipts 
under the Dawes plan. The bill pro- 
poses the return of the German 
property. 

The offer made today came . from A. 
W. Lafferty of New York, an attorney 
representing Stollwerck. Brothers of 
Cologne and Rossie Brothers of Stich- 


J teln, each of whom, according to their 


counsel, had more than $1,000,000 in 
cash in the hands of the Custodian. 


Legislation Now a Condition. 


Saying that to each of his clients 
more than $200,000 was due as interest 
on their seized. property up to March 
4, 1923, he offered to pay this into the 
Newton fund ‘“‘for the p of pay- 
ing immediately all American claims 
which ,do not exceed $75,000 and for 
@ pro rata Payment on all larger Amer- 
ican claims. 

The offer was conditional on pas- 
sage of legislation at,this session, Mr. 
Lafferty stating that if the matter 
went over until another sessién he 
would urge his clients to withdraw 
their promise, because, ‘‘for one reason, 
it is absolutely certain that the Ger- 
man property will be released at the 
next session anyway.”’ 

Part of a statement given out by the 
lawyer carried a possible implication 
that othe “4 owners of German property 
might jofh in the contributions. 

Declaring that his two clients wanted 
to “stop the expense‘‘ to which they 
were put and Were anxious to close up 
the matter after eight years of ‘‘sus- 
pense and delay,” the Lafferty state- 
ment added: 

“Virtually all of the German prop- 
erty owners agreed last December, 
following the statement of President 
Coolidge in his annual m to Con- 
gress, that the matter was under nego- 
tiation, that they would contribute 
their earned interest prior to March 4, 
1923, to a settlement of this vexatious 
question, but this was undoubtedly on 
the assumption and implied under- 
standing that it -would ~ settled now 
and “oy in the distant future.’ 


Garner Cites Objections. 


But those who expect passage of the 
Wewton or any other bill of the kind 
at the present session are in for dis- 
appointment, according to all indica- 
tions. 

Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee—Republicans and Demo- 
crats—say the subject is as good as 
dead, and that there will be no legisla- 
tion of the kind before Congress ad- 
journs. 

“The Newton bill has the same ob- 





jections as the Miils bill,” Mr. Garner 
said today, basing his chief objection 
on the payment of American claimants 
with the $254,000,000 received from 
4 Germany for the Rhine Army of Oc- 
cupation cost. 

“This bill,” he said, “proposes to 
take $254,000,000 out of the Treasury 
to pay claims of American nationals 
against Germany. That money belongs 
to the Treasury and to the taxpayers 
of the United Stes just as much as 
the money rai: from income taxes, 
customs or any other sources.

WASHINGTON NOTE 
PERPLEXES LEAGUE 


It Expresses Appreciation at Re- 
ceiving Slavery Compact Draft, 
but Doesn’t Offer to Help.

GENEVA, May 6.—A note received 
from the State Department at Wash- 
ington by the League of Nations con- 
cerning a draft convention on slavery 
which was p ed. by the League is 
interpreted by League officials as indi- 
cating that Washington is interested 
in the convention, but it has~appar- 
ently left them puzzled as to whether 
the United States Government intends 
to collaborate in final elaboration of 
the convention. 

The League today gave out the text 
of the Washington note, which says: 

“The Secretary of State of the 
United States has received with ap- 
preciation a note of the Secretary Gen- 
eral of the League of Nations, dated 
March 30, 1926, with which he was 
good enough to forward the copy of-a 
report by the British representatives 
on the Council of the of Na- 
tions and_resolutions adopted. by the 
Council March 11, 1926, concerning the 
draft slavery convention. * 

According to the officials, the 
League sent to Washington on Oct. 8, 
1925, a note asking for American views 
on the draft convention, but no reply 
had been reteived from Washington. 
As a result of the March meeting of 
the Council new letters were dis- 
patched to all the members of the 
League and to non-members request- 
ing an expression of views not later 
than June 1, and inquiring also whether 
in the opinion of the respective Gov- 
ernments final action on the draft con- 
vention should be taken by the regular 
Assembly of the League or at a sepa- 
rate international conference. At the 
June meeting of the Council this ques- 
tion will be decided. 

American circles are said to be inter+ 
ested in the League’s draft of the sla- 
very document, which under the pres- 
ent plan will replace the Brussels Sla- 
very Abolition act adopted in 1885, 
which was signed and ratified by the 
United States. The new draft, like the 
Brussels convention, aims at complete 
abolition of slavery throughout the 
world, though in the opinion of some 
people it does not go far enough in its 
terms. 

League officials ,express the hope 
that the communication from Washing- 
ton is merely precursory of Washing- 
ton’s intention closely to. collaborate in 
new anti-slavery projects regarded as 
an essentially humanitarian initiative. 
They point out that if the draft con- 
vention discussed is adopted.by the 
Assembly, the United States will have 
no opportunity of voicing her opinions, 
but that if the Council decides for a 
separate conference the United States 
can easily participate.

BERLIN, May 6.—The Reichstag to- 
day rejected the Socialists’ and Com- 
munists’ proposais in second and third 
readings for expropriating the estates 
of the former German ruling families 
by a vote of 242 to 236. 

This action was accepted as a fore- 
gone conclusion and was put through 
the necessary parliamentary channels 
merely as a matter of form. The bills 
were an exact duplicate of the radicals’ 
referendum, which now must be put to 
a popular vote within five weeks. 

Compromise proposals submitted by 
the Democrats, Centrists and Voel- 
kische extremists were also rejected, 
thus clearing a path for. a popular 
plebiscite in which, if necessary, 20,- 
000,000 «votes will be cast, to deprive 
the ex-reigning families of all claims 
on the German Federal 4 state. 

Herr Scheidemann, who 
was ‘the only debater, — the ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm II of high treason for 
having told the Russian Czar every- 
thing concerning the negotiations be- 
tween England and the Reich regard- 
ing a probable alliance, 

He also said that deception; corrup- 
tion and doglike servility were char- 
acteristic of the Kaiser’s court. Under 
Scheidemann’s stinging verbal tirade 
the Nationalists ‘left the assembly 
room. 


Real Fight Is in Referendum. 
With the final rejection of the bill 
by the Reichstag and the failure of the 
Government. to find’ a compromise in 
settling the claims of the ex-reigning 


families begins the bitterest battle be- 
tween the cals and the Reaction- 
aries.

The Democrats, Catholics and Cen- 
trists voiced their approval of the

As a last concession the Cabinet or- 
dered the Republican colors placed in 
the upper staff corner of the naval 
flag, which heretofore had only the 
old imperial colors.

This does not apply to orth and 
South America, Asia nor Africa. 

Indignation has not died down and 
the Reichsbdnner organizations are 
clamoring for a popular referendum on 
this. question. The necessary 4,000 
signatures were collected during the 
demonstration last night. 

Since the Cabinet has not officially 
notified the Reichstag of their orders, 
the matter cannot be discussed there, 
and will not be brought up for several 
days, since Chancellor: Luther leaves 
Berlin tonight for a week’s tour of 
the Rhineland.

SENATE PASSES.BILL . 
TO RAISE JUDGES’ PAY 


Advances, Voted to the Entire 
Federal Judiciary, Now 
Go'to the House.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Senate 
today passed a bill sponsored by Séh- 
ator Reed of Migsouri which increases 
the salaries of all United States 
Judges. The only Senators who voted 
against it were Borah, Howell, Norris, 
Republicans; Blease, Caraway, Tram- 
mell, Harris, Walsh, Democrats. 

The bill increases the salary of the 
Chief Justice of the — States 
from $15,000 to $20,500 and those of 
Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court from $14,500 to $20,000; Judges 
of Circuit Courts, from $8,500 to $12,- 
500; District Judges from $7,500 to $10,- 
000; of the Court of Customs Appeal, 
.from $8,500 to $12,500; Judges of the 
‘Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia from $8,500 to $12,500; Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, from $8,000 to 
$10,500; Associate Justices of that 
Court, from $7,500. to $10,000.

ANTI-WORLD COURT MOVE. - 


Representative Black Wants Presi- 
dent to Revoke Adherence.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—In view of 
the present unrest in Europe, notably 
the British strike, the President was 
called: upon to revoke American! ad- 
herence to the World Court in a reso- 
lution introduced in the House today 
by Representative Black of New York. 

The text of the resolution follows: 

Wheréas the World. Court is in the 
control of European powers; and 
whereas the stability of Europe is 
threatened by the political struggles 
between communism and dictator- 
.Ships; and whereas: the outcome of 
the general strike in Great Britain 
may endanger the existing British 
form of Government; and whereas 
the World Court was created by. Eu- 
ropean Governments that are no 
longer the recognized ruling systems, 
and whereas the World Court has 
proven ineffectual in bringing either 
domestic or international peace to 
the world. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the 
President of the United States be ad- 
vised that it is the sense of the 
House of Representatives that he re-

Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, to the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York fea- 
tured the 158th annual meeting of that 
body in the Chamber of Commerce 
Building yesterday. Mr. Mellon was 
the guest of honor. 

The portrait, painted by Phillip de 
Laszlo, which was the gift by subscrip- 
tion of 500 members of the chamber, 
‘was presented by James Speyer, head 
of Speyer & Co. It was given, Mr. 
Speyer said, in recognition of the ex- 
traordinary services of the present 
Secretary of the Treasury to the coun- 
try during the last five years. Mr. 
Mellon made a brief speech of appre- 
ciation. The likeness will be hung in 
the Great Hall of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building. 

In the address of presentation, Mr. 
Speyer said: 

“Sir Robert Horne stated here the 
other day that this is the oldest cham- 
_ ber of commerce among the English- 

speaking peoples, and this is a mem- 
orable occasion for this ancient 
chamber. 

“It has been said that republics are 
ungrateful; but you will agree with 
me that this is not the case. In Great 
Britain our distinguished guest would 
be made a Peer of the Realm, and 
long .ago would have. received some 
distinguished service order. We have). 
mo titles or decorations to bestow. 


Hopes for a “‘Wet’’ Dinner. 


“What we sometimes do here, in or- 
der to express our appreciation, is to 


give a man a public dinner, and that Is/ 


a doubtful pleasure nowadays, as long 
as we have to be ‘dry.’ We all hope 


that the Secretary will: remain in of- 
fice much longer than this law will 
last so that when we do give him a 
public dinner it is going to be ‘wet.’ 

“To testify in a more lasting man- 
ner to what we think of Mr. Mellon 
we asked him to allow us to have his 
portrait painted, to be placed in this 
gallery.. Among all these portraits 
around you there are only three Secre- 
taries of the Treasury, Alexander 
Hamilton, Albert Gallatin and John 
Sherman. We feel that we gare hon- 
oring ourselves by placing Mr. Mel- 
lon’s portrait here as that of the fourth 
Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States to be so honored. 

“The committee selected one of the 
best portrait painters of our time, 
Phillip de. Laszlo. Born in Budapest, 
having married a charming English 
‘woman, he became a naturalized citi- 
zen of Great Britain, and his eldest 
son is now an instructor at. Boston 
‘Tech. He has painted many crowned 
heads of Europe, many beautiful wo- 
men and famous men. In our own 
country one of his outstanding works 
is the portrait of Elihu Root, for the 
Carnegie Foundation, and this year, as 
you know. he painted the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge.

show-people step more lively than ever, 
as the new musical comedy at The 
Playhouse, ‘“‘Kitty’s Kisses,’’ evinces 
abundantly. All the Summer stage 
fashions decorate this lively piece—the 


light frocks for the comely chorus, and 
the frantic swirl of Summer hotel life 
in general. It is reassuring to find 


.|Summer well advanced so early in 


May. But the chief distinction of 
“Kitty’s Kisses’’ is the rough-and-tum- 
ble of dancing men and women, indi- 
vidually and in chorus, at the pace 
that exhilarates while it kills. As soon 
as the first curtain goes up the chorus 
begins dancing ecstatically between the 
railroad tracks; and from then on it 
glides, pops, swoops, careens and 
Charlsetons through hotel corridors, 
lobbies, ‘bedrooms and gardens indis- 
criminately. 

Even this, swift and furious, may not 
suffice for our wilted Summer popula- 
tion. Accordingly, ‘‘Kitty’s Kisses’’ in- 
troduces for extra divertissement a 
leading lady who dances on the tips 
of her toes upon the slightest occasion, 
several principals no less obliging and 
no less long-winded, a -bellhop whose 
toes vibrate now and then, and one 
lean and agile Summer hotel guest 
whose foot-work “is merely incredible. 
After bouncing around the stage like 
a mechanical toy in the first act, Nick 
Long contents himself with violating 
all the natural laws of gravity and 
friction in the second act, and inad- 
vertently he sets new records for the 
running broad jump, the high jump and 
other athletic events heretofore prac- 
ticed by mortals in the flesh. Summer 
will be a hot time, at The Playhouse. 

Being a musical comedy, ‘‘Kitty’s 
Kisses’' has a book, a musical score 
and scenery in addition to rhythmic 
gymnastics. Jeassuringly platonic in 
its attitude téward the hotel chamber, 
it prevents all untoward incidents in 
that sanctuary of the stage when 
innocent Kitty Brown finds herself in 
Richard Dennison’s wife’s bedroom at 
the close of the first act. Several 
people in the cast jump to conclusions 
that the audience knows to be false. 
The day clerk (who is ex-officio house 
detective) chews his. cigar  signifi- 
cantly; Mrs. Dennison summons the 
“best lawyer in town’’; and Kitty 
Brown’s boy-friend is not exactly 
satisfied. Men are so cynical these 
days. Every one will be relieved to 
learn that the situation rights itself in 
good time. Scarcely two sentences 
spoken by the telephone operator clear 
the air like a thunderclap. In musical 
comedy, the characters understand no 
less .glibly than they misunderstand, 
for_of such shallow intellects are musi- 
cal plots born. 

Meanwhile, the chorus sings thé*cen- 
tral number ofthe show, ‘Kitty's 
Kisses,’ which, it seems, are reserved 
for one man alone; and a great many 
other melodies and jazz songs of ser- 
viceable quality, all amazingly alike. 
Now and then a male quartette break- 
ing into “‘close harmony,’’ twists four 
mouths as grotesquely as Mr. Briggs’s 
earnest comic strips have pictured 
freely. As the tunes vary familiar 
patterns, so the lyrics put together the 
old love-banalities according to the old 
rhyme schemes. Mr. Brady’s Summer 
show does not excel in its music. 

The cast has been well selected. As 
the telephone girl and the day clerk, 
Ruth Warren and William Wayne, 
respectively, exchange patter in the 
vernacular and join in the general 
prancing scheme by low-comedy wrest- 
ling and unsteady pirouetting. Occa- 
sionally they are extremely funny. 
Mildred Keats sings and gyrates more 
than acceptably; and Georgina Tilden 
makes a pleasing country girl. In the 
leading part Dorothy Dilley gives the 
piece as a real quality of loveliness and 
extraordinary grace. As the appointed 
suitc> for her hand, Mr. Boles sings 
well, but makes love a sore trial. Mr.

Too Costly to Take Musical Show 
to Paris, Says Baron After a 
' .. Talk With Ziegfeld. 


Baron Henri de Rothschild of Paris, 
author and producer of a number of 
plays in European centres, who is vis- 
iting America for the second time in 
thirty-six years, sold yesterday at the 
Ritz-Cariton of abandoning his plan to 
take to Paris a complete production of 
some noteworthy. American musical 
comedy production, owing to the tre- 
mendous cost of such an enterprise. 

“T would like to see some of your 
great*American productions in our 
theatres instead of just a pair of dan- 
cers or some single star in music ball 
performances, but the cost prohibits 
it, I fear,’’ said the Baron, who is a 
member of the French branch of the 
famous family of international finan- 
ciers. 

He told of an extended talk with 
Florenz Ziegfeld, who, he said, had 
given him illuminating figures on cost 
of production, box office returns and 
other data connected with the produc- 
tion’ of a large scale musical show. 

“T have with me,” the Baron con- 
tinued, “‘plans for a fine new theatre 
I am building in Paris. It will have the 
most modern equipment and ma- 
chinery, such as you have in your 
American theatres. Your theatres op- 
erate on a far greater scale than is 
the case in France, where the,French 
tax takes 30 per cent. of the admission 
charge away from ‘the theatre owner 
at the very outset.’’ 

Baron de Rothschild said his present 
visit was solely for the purpose of 
gathering information on social, med- 
ical and general scientific problems in 
which he is deeply interested. 

The Baron and his party, consisting 
of his eldest son, Baron James, and 
his daughter-in-law. the former Mile. 
Claude Du Pont of Paris, will leave 
New York tomorrow for Chicago. They 
plan also to visit Washington, Boston 
and .Montreal before sailing for Paris 
on y 22.

The labor leaders did 
not really expect to carry it out. In 
fact, they were actually conferring 
with the Prime Minister,’ and talking 
about ways and means of recalling or 
postponing the order for a general 
strike, when the fatal blunder number 
three was made.

, Same time dealing a blow at one of the 
most prized of English liberties, the 
freedom of the press, he felt thgt he 
could not go on. -Hence his demand 
that the order for a general strike 
be immediately and unconditionally 
canceled. : 

It is because the general strike was 
thus due to blunder piled upon blunder 
that there is about it such a sense of 
unreality. Even the labor leaders who 
ordered the strike and defend it con- 
fess that ft is not what it seems to be. 
They protest that it is not in reality 
@n attack upon the Government, or 
an attempt to set up a dictatorship of 
labor in its stead: But this is a de- 
fense hardly more than verbal. What- 
ever they may say about not desiring 
@ revolution, the labor unions are 
going straight and stubbornly ahead 
upon a course which, ‘if they succeed, 
‘will mean a revolution, or at least the 
destruction of the. present Govern- 
ment. This is why Prime Minister 
Batpwin cannot retreat. So Jong: as: 
the order for a general strike is left 
in effect, he is bound to regard it as 
a challenge to orderly government, 
and to. use every. means at his com- 
mand to attack and defeat it. Thus it 

_ fs a series of blunders on the part of 
his opponents. which have driven this 
most reasonable and conciliatory of 
public men into an attitude of un- 
yielding’ insistence upon the prime 
condition of ‘peace which he has laid 
down. 

Let this once be complied with, and

Fifty million dollars is to be devoted 
to the construction of suitable quarters 
for the various Government depart- 
ments in Washington, in five an- 
nual instalments of $10,000,000. The 
congestion in the various offices has 
been acute ever since the war, despite 
the acres of temporary quarters which 
were built for emergency needs. It 
was not intended at the time that 
these should be permanent, nor were 
they constructed with such an idea in 
mind. They have done good service, 
but their utility will soon be ended. 
To maintain them is both uneconom- 
ical and unsatisfactory. 

The new measure should make it 
possible to carry out a general plan 
of governmental buildings in’ Wash- 
ington.’ Much as has been done to 
beautify the national capital during 
the last twenty years, it has long 
been felt that most of the depart- 
ments were inadequately housed. This 
has been particularly true of the 
State, War and Navy Departments, 
which so long occupied the hideous 
building overlooking the White House 
grounds. The Navy in recent years 
has spread out through the intermi- 
nable corridors of the temporary sheds 
near the Potomac. There was much 
discussion in the Senaté whether the 
new home of the Supreme Court 
should be included inthis appropria- 
tion for Washington. It was finally 
decided to let the court itself_choose 
whether it wished to have its new 
building immediately erected. 

Congress is naturally loath to give 
up its old privilege of voting for a 
new postoffice in some remote coun- 
try corner. Such votes are often in- 
valuable in Congressional campaigns 
and local politics. The new sygtem 
will not completely abandon this pro- 
cedure. There will -undoubtedly be 
heated disputes between the jealous 
guardians of various districts and 
States whether appropriations re- 
quested by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury should be granted. But it is prob- 
able fhat this particular form of 
“ pork-barrel ’* log-rolling willbe less 
common than heretofore. In due time 
we may see a building program put 
through comparatively free from po- 
litical interference.

ROADLESS VEHICLES. 

The transportation problem in Eng- 
land’s general strike would present no 
great difficulty if roadless vehicles of 
the caterpillar or semi-caterpillar type 
had been in general use when the 
strike was ordered. They would be 
able to go anywhere. across couritry, 
as the tank did in France in the great 
war. There would be a tremendous 
saving in distance and therefore in 
time. “On the first day of the strike 
railway transportation was crippled, 
motor and automobile service in city 
streets and on interior roads was 
meagre, and the subways were func- 
tioning lamely. On the third day fhe 
improvement. was marked, but trans- 
portation was still far from adequate. 
A little book, ‘‘ Pegasus on Problems 
of Transportation,’’ by Colonel T. F. 
C. FuLier, a British war _ veteran, 
which is a brief for making the road- 
less motor vehicle generally available, 
is just off the presses. It should com- 
mand attention in the crisis, 

“As the war was so largely won by 
the tank,’’ says Colonel FuLLer, ‘‘ so 
‘*must the peace which has followed 
as | 5 abe largely won by the caterpillar 
“tractor or roadless vehicle.’’ Over- 
population and unemployment inspired 
him to project and explain his idea, 
‘“‘althdugh many will consider my 
prophecy ridiculous.””. He says: 

There are three solutions to this 
problem. Either we [in England] 
must stop breeding, or we must cre- 
ate new home industries and so ab- 
sorb our surplus population, or we 
must transport it to less thickly >op- 
ulated areas overseas. 

Colonel Futter has a nimble pen 
and an imagination that ‘illumines his 
subject. He rules birth control out 
of the discussion, though he thinks it 
might be made “compulsory among 
politicians.’* He has no great liking 
for them: they talk so much and do 
so little. He is sure that the problem 

‘of overpopulation will never.be solved 
by the dole: ; 

Cutting and doling can be done by 
any fool with his coat on, they are 
too easy; for the problem which 
faces us demands that we take our 
coats off and get to work, in place 
of turning our less fortunate fellow- 
citizens into unemployable vagrants. 

It. is his belief that the quicker and 
ampler transportation is, the sooner 
the empty spaces of the world will be 
settled and developed by moving into 

them surplus populations. The steam- 
ship and the railway must be used 
first and then the motor vehicle will 
be called in. Of all motor vehicles he 
considers the roadless ty: the most 
useful, because it can go anywhere 
and take,the man to his work and his 
products to market in much less time 
than the motor truck rolling alohg a 
metal or a hard dirt road. “ Without 
te considering our immense colonial 
“ possessions,’’ says Colonel FULLER, 
“the potential wealth of the Do- 
“minions alone should eventually be 
“sufficient to support certainly one 
“if not two hundred millions of Eng- 
“lishmen.’’ He would induce “ small 
“ capitalists and skilled workers of the 
“miiddle classes ’’ to emigrate, so that 
there: would be more room for the 
“under-dogs’’ at home. He thinks 
that if the “ under-dogs ”’ could be 
trained to win a great war they could 
be taught to support themselves, if 
they had opportunity and elbow room. 
To move them about the country to 
farm and factory the roadless vehicle 
could be used. Far less money would 
be spent by the nation on concrete and 
macadam, and there would be great 
saving of time. Colone] Futur> is 
sure that the cost per to -mile would 
be lower than that of existing ve- 
hicles, He cites the penetration of the 
Sahara from Touggourt to Timbuctoo 
by the Citroen motor cars, fitted with 
M. Keoresses’s half-tracks. They 
traveled at an average speed of 112 
miles a day. He is enthusiastic about 
the possibilities of the rosdless ve- 
hicles In minin; and ol] countries and 
in deserts that could be irrigated and 
made fruitful. “To ‘conquer the 
Elysian Fields,” says this war vét- 
eran, “we must establish .ew indus- 
“tries at home, we must move our 
“surplus population to the lands 
“which are wunderpopulated.”* So 
spirited, so earnest is this British staff 
officer that if he could be put on the 
“stump” to preach his gospel] the 
general strike might soon be settled.

That was 
the ideal which M. Herriot held up 
before the students whom he addressed, 
and whom he warned to beware of the 
increasing power of ‘* money,” as op- 
posed to education, in the modern 
world. : 

Even while he was speaking the 
French franc was falling. It has since 
gone much lower, despite the protest 
which M. Herriot and his party fol- 
lowers have made that they would re- 
ligiously keep political hands off the 
Briand Government during the ‘‘ truce 
of the franc.’? M. HERRIOT seems not 
to have pointed out the connection be- 
tween a disordered currency and those 
difficulties in the way of aspiring stu- 
dents to which he referred at Poitiers. 
Others have dwelt more than once 
upon the great misfortune of the loss 
of the purchasing power of the franc, 
as it affects, for example, the young 
men who come from the provinces to 
Paris to pursue their studies and to fit 
themselves for the professions or for a 
life devoted to the fine arts. They 
now find the mere struggle for exis- 
tence more severe than ever before. 
They are reduced to the most drastic 
economies. Education means to them 
a veritable sacrifice. The parents of 
many capable youths are no longer 
able to support them at the Sorbonne 
or in the art or music schools of Paris. 
The result is to place a heavy strain 
upon that democratic élite of which M. 
Herri0t_spoke,, and to reduce its num- 
bets and its promise for the future of 
France. 

Hence the best work which a gentle- 
man and a scholar in public life can do 
today in the interest of French educa- 
tion is to give all his strength to the 
work of steadying the franc, biliz- 
ing the currency and putting public 
finance on a sound basis.

She is not worried about 
the bad example she may be setting 
other pretty girls by accepting the 
approval of one man’s judgment, ar- 
bitrarily made on standards of his 
own devising. It is doubtful whether 
she sees a menace in the giving of 
prizes for beauty’ or anything .else. 
She is not aghast at the thought that 
tf this sort of thing goes on girls 
may give up ambitions for success in 
a profession or business or matrimony 
or homes of. their own, or whatever 
it is that pretty women want, and 
strive only to be picked as the most 
beautiful by 4 foreign artist. 

American girls who win beauty 
prizes accept them ‘with pleased 
smiles. “Why not? They must have 
some inkling that they are passably 
good looking before ever they enter 
a contest, and if a judge and jury, or 
one solitary artist, awards a girl the 
crown of beauty, why should she pro- 
test that she knows she doesn't de- 
serve it, or that the givers of the 
prize don’t know what they are about? 
Some American film magnates have 
said that the reason American movies 
-exceed all Others in popularity is that 
no foreign country can find real 
beauties in such numbers for screen 
work. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that the American type of beauty 
is a composite, The present specimen 
of loveliness has a Swedish mother 
‘and a French father. No one can say. 
which strain blessed her with the 
** distinction, charm and high intelli- 
gence” the artist attributes to her, 
but any one may guess whence come 
large blue eyes, a perfect Nordic nose 
and yards of blond hair. 

The anxious individuals who have 
worried over the ruinous futures they 
foretell for shameless winners of 
beauty prizes need not dfstress them- 
selves about this normal young per- 
pon. She was so happy she cried, 
and begged off from work so that she 
could go home and tell her mother the 
good news. All the usual and rather 
comic reactions that we have learned 
to look for in such crises were hers.

Except for the present 
restriction as to height, landlords 
would in many cases prefer to build 
the more commodious and wholesome 
apartment houses. The “ set-back” 
towers which the O’Brien bill permits 
are objectionable ; but, at least from 
the point of view of dwellers in the 
building, they are less so than the 
absence of courts.

Are Known. about “vitamins,” no 


investigator ever has 
isolated any of those substances. Their 
existence is merely an assumption 
from the effects which have been no 
ticed when diets have contained or 
lacked certain foods. Experiments with 
animals have resulted, however, in def- 
inite conclusions to the effect that 
there are five kinds of vitamins. They 
are. named after the first letters, of 
the alphabet, and concerning three of 
them a good deal of fairly definite in- 
formation has been secured. 

This is given in a report just issued 
by the Federal Department of Agricul. 
ture; it lists 150 foods according to 
their values as sources of Vitamins 
A, Band C. Data regarding Vitamins 
D and E are still scanty. 

Spinach, that respectable but unex- 
citing herb, has the unequaled merit of 
supplying all three vitamins in con. 
siderable quantities, so that anybody 
eating enough of it need seek no fur- 
ther, Other things rich in Vitamin A, 
which is the growth-promoting mem- 
ber of the family, are egg yolk, whole 
milk, butter, cream, cod and other 
fish liver oils, and the livers them- 
selves of both fish and animals. Vita- 
min B, the anti-neurotic one, is in to- 
matoes, peas, asparagus, okra and 
whole-grain cereals. The anti-scor- 
butic Vitamin D is derived from the 
citrus fruits, tomatoes, cabbage and 
turnips. It is the vitamin most easily 
destroyed by heat, and therefore it 
is well to eat raw the vegetables con- 
taining it. 

To be sure of getting enough vita- 
mins the diet should be well supplied 
with citrus fruits, cabbage, the green- 
leaf vegetables, whole milk, butter and 
cream. Those, it-will be noticed, have 
beeh, for ages and everywhere, hu- 
manity’s commonest foods, the race 
not having waited for the scientists 
to tell: them *what was good for it. 
Still, now that it has been told, it can 
more intelligently balance its rations. 
Fortunately the vitumins are not ex- 
pensive nor hard to get.

Capture of Jefferson Davis.

It was with great pleasure I read in THD 
Times of this morning the letter from Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow calling attention to the 
error in the statement attributed to the late 
Captain Briggs of Athens, N. Y., as to the

President Davis of the Confederate States, 
which appeared in the issue of THp TIMES 
of Aprfi 21. When I saw the article 1 was 
at first tempted to answer it, but refrained, 
as I feared, being from the South, a denial

THE O’BRIEN BILL. 


An Explanation of Its Relation to 
Existing Laws. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
There seems to be a difference of 
opinion as to what the O’Brien bill, 
amending the Tenement House law in 
relation to the height of buildings, 
will accomplish. It. will not permit 
the erection of buildings higher than 
those which are now permitted under 
the zoning resolution. The only dif- 
ference will be that they may / be 
tenement * houses instead of nominal 
apartment hotels. The apartment hotel 
on the northwest corner of Lexington 
Avenue and Twenty-first Street may 
be taken as an example. The owners 
of this site wished to erect a legal 
tenement house, or apartment house. 
This would have requiréd them to 
leave certain open spaces, courts and 
yards; but if they elected to do this 
they could not have had their plan 
provide for a building so high as that 
which now occupies the site. So they 
erected a so-called apartment hotel in 
which the Tenement House law may 
be violated, despite the best efforts 
of the owners. All experience shows 
that tenants in such houses do most 
of their own cooking on the premises. 
So far as the interference with light 
and air is concerned, the condition is 
just as bad as if a legal tenement 
house stood upon this site. The law 
as it stands offers an inducement to 
owners to build structures which are 
almost certain to be illegally occupied. 

As regards Washington Square, 
Union Square and other recognized 
public parks, the situation will not be 
made any worse because, under a de- 
cision handed down recently by the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, 
the Tenement House Department is 
obliged to take into account the width 
of the street, plus the open space 
abutting on it, to the extent con- 
templated in the zoning ordinance. 
So that they will be no less pro- 
tected than they are at present 
if the O’Brien 
We are entirely in sympathy with 
the point of view which regards 
it as undesirable that open spaces 
should be enclosed by tall buildings. 
But the O’Brien bill properly inter- 
preted will not make. this situation 
any worse. It does permit set-backs in 
a fireproof tenement house over the 150 
feet limit, which the law does not pow 
allow. But the compensation would be 
that the person building the tenement 
house will have to provide legal courts 
and yards which the builder of the 
apartment hotel is not obliged to pro- 
vide. ; 

My position is that, while I. think 
that the whole matter should be sub- 
ject to revision and new provision 
made if possible to prevent the en- 
closure of open spaces with tall build- 
ings, the O’Brien bill is more eligible 
than the present condition of the law 
requires, and that it should not be op- 
posed because of a misunderstanding. 
Doubtless this is the point of view 
‘which caused the Tenement House De- 
partment to give the bill its support.

Declare Coolidge Approves Bill.

Campaign in City Would Reveal 
400-or 500 Unsuspected Cases, 
* He Declares. 





Dr. Francis Carter Wood, Vice Presi- 
dennt of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, speaking yesterday 
at a luncheon of .the society’s Cam- 


said he hoped that the society would 
inaugurate an educational campaign in 
this city to save the lives of many who 
‘did not know they were suffering from 
cancer. The luncheon opened -the so- 
ciety’s drive for a $1,000,000 endowment 


fund. The other speakers were Dr. 
|James Ewing of the Memorial Cancer 


dent of the American Society for y % 
Control of - Cancer; Dr. George 
Soper, managing director of the so- 
ciety, and Mrs. Robert G. Mead. 
Thomas M. Debevoise, Vice Chairman 
of the society, introduced the speakers. 

“When you think of what occurs in 
the City of New York with its popula- 
tion of 6,000,000, of the number of un- 
treated patients here, it is perfectly 
shocking,’’ Dr. Wood declared. ‘If we 
could do in New York City what we 
would like to do, no doubt we would 
find 400 or 500 patients who are in need 
of treatment who could be cured.” 


Tells of Detroit Campaign. 


Dr. Wood discussed the work of the 
Detroit physicians, who engaged in a 
two-day educational campaign because 
they knew that many people in the city 
had cancer and did not know it. 

“They first arranged with the editors 
of the r2wspapers to see that they had 
cordial cooperation,’”’ he said. “That 
was granted to an astonishing extent. 
The newspapers agreed to take prac- 


group 6f physicians as correct. They 
then arranged a series of lectures be- 
fore various bodies and for broadcast- 
a|ing also. 

“These lectures were astonishingly 
attended. It was then announced that a 
clinic would“be- held to which any one 
who wished to come cvuld be examined 
and told whether or not he had 
cancer. 

‘Twenty-four hundred people came 
to that clinic and seventy-five abso- 
lutely unsuspected cancers were dis- 
covered in that number of people, can- 
cers which had never beer treated or 
diagnosed, cancers, many of them in 
perfectly ‘curable stage, and a large 
number of: other tumors, so many in 
so early a stage as to be doubtful, so 
that about fifteen tumors, so to speak, 
were collected out of.*he population of 
Detroit by a single two-days’ campaign. 


Most Cases Can Be Cured. 


“The majority of those cases are go- 
ing to be handled in the hospital 
promptly and curec In other words, 
lives are gonig to be saved for future 
usefulness.”’ 

Dr. Wood said it. was rare that any 


eancer was discussed should not un- 
cover a case of cancer. 

Dr. Ewing, the next speaker, said 
that cancer was caused not by a sin- 
gle disease but by a great collection 
of diverse diseases.. He said that the 
many different factors at work to 
cause cancer were summed up in the: 
words, '‘‘chronic irritation of a great 
variety.of types.’’ He warned people 
against taking too seriously announce- 
ments ‘‘every two weeks’’ that the. 
cause of cancer had been discovered, 
‘no matter "how high the authority” 
making the announcement. 


FIREMEN RESCUE 20 





Many Trapped, Threaten to Jump 
Before Ladders Reach Them— 
Invalid Carried Out. 


spectacular rescues shortly after 9 
o’clock last night at a fire which 
spread rapidly through the Empire 
apartment, house, a‘ four-story struc- 
ture, at Bedford Avenue and Pacific 
Street, Brooklyn. While Traffic Patrol- 


man Frank Rohrlack and Patrolman 
Joseph Cosgrove and Detective An- 
thony Greco were guiding more than 
twenty of the tesants down the fire 
scape on the Pacific Street side, Fire- 
men Gilroy and Brennan of Hook and 
Ladder 2 carried Mrs. Leonore Caddy, 
64 years old, an invalid, down an ex- 
tension ladder from the fourth. floor 
of the Bedford Avenue side. * 

The rescues were witnessed by hun- 
dreds of motorists and others who, 
when some of the tenants threatened 
in their excitement to._jump to the 
street from windows on the third and 
fourth floors, shouted encouragement 
to them until firemen and policemen 
reached them. 

Four alarms wege turned in for the 
blaze. The first was sent in by Patrol- 
man Rohrlack-when a man ttold him 
at Atlantic and Bedford Avenues that 
smoke was pouring out of the cellar of 
the apartment house. 

Rohriack was running toward the 
structure when Patrolman’ Cosgrove 
and Detective Greco joined him. By 
that time the fire eescapes on the 
Pacific Street side were crowded with 
occupants of the twenty-two apart- 
ments, whose escape by the stairs had 
been shut off by. the smoke and flames 
shooting up the elevator shaft. 
Rohrlack, aided by Cosgroye and the 
detective, managed to climb: the twenty 
feet. from the sidewalk to the fire 
escape at the second floor and drop 
éhe automatic emergency ladder, which 
the tenants, in their panicky frame of 
mind, seemed unable to manipulate. 
They led twenty men and women down 
the ladder to safety. 

Investigation by Fire Marshal Brophy 
revealed that the fire was due to the 
acidental dropping of a lighted match 
among paper in the cellar by James 
836 Barker, years old, the n as- 
sistant janitor. 
the flames .and was overcome by 
smoke. Frank Cox, the janitor, hear- 
ing Barker's cries, rescued -his -assis- 
tant. Barker was faken to St. John’s 
Hospital. Firemen said that had,

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Carrying a 
drastic provision against the use of 
radio broadcasting stations for dis- 
criminatory political purposes, and an- 
other that a censorship of radio broad- 
casting shall apply only against false, 
fraudulent, obscene, indecent, profane, 
libelous or slanderous statements, the 
bill to regulate radio communications 
in the United States was reported to 
the Senate this afternoon by the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce. 
The bill is contrary to’the wishes of 


the Administration in that it complete- |. 


ly eliminates the Department of Com- 
merce from national radio control. 

In many. quarters it is asserted that 
this is an indirect voicing by the com- 
mittee of opposition to vesting such 
control in Secretary Hoover. 

Instead, the bill creates’ an inde- 
pendent commission of five members 
similar to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The bill was introduced by Senator 
Dill, Democrat, of Washington, who 
in two or three days, will file a de- 
tailed report of it. 

Although Congress, under the present | 
program, will adjourn in about four 
weeks, it is believed the bill has a good 
chance to pass both houses. Senator 
Dill will call it up ‘at the first favor- 
able opportunity. 

Whether or not the action of the 
committee in elimin: ‘ing the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from radio control, 
or even cooperation in* such ‘control, 
was aimed at Secretary Hoover cannot 
be officially verified. Those who think 
so-recall alleged political discrimination 
in broadcasting, but it was not charged 
that Mr. Hoover was responsible. 

Two incidents cited involved Senator 
Hiram Johnson of California and the 
late Senator Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin. It was said that efforts 
to broadcast in Des.Moines by Senato: 
La Follette and by Senator Johnson in 
Detroit were frustrated under peculiar 
circumstances. In both cass, it was 
said, the connections were so arranged 
that but few places heard the speakers. 


Licensee a Common Carrier. 


For the purpose of compelling fair 
treatment in such cases the -»mmittee 
voted an amendment to the “Dill bill 
which stipulates that no licensee shall 
permit the use of any station or sta- 
tions for the broadcasting of any mat- 
ter of a discriminatory nature favor- 
ing any candidate or candi ates for 
any public office, or discrimination in 
the discussion of any subject ‘affecting 
the public interest, and that with re- 
spect to such matters the licensee shall 
be deemed a common carrier in inter- 
state commerce. : 

Also it is provided that ‘all’: matte 
broadcast by any radio station for 
whick service, money or any other 
valuable consideration is directly or 
indirectly paid, or promised to or 
charged or accepted by, the station 
60 broadcasting from any person, 
firm, company, or corporation, shall 
at the time the same is so broadcast 
be announced as paid for or furnished, 
as the case may be, by such person. 
firm, company or corporation.” 

Under the bill Congress would de- 
clare it the policy of the United States 
“to exercise jurisdiction over all forms 
of interstate transmission of energy, 
communications or signals by radio 
within the United States, its territories 
and possessions.’’ 

It also declares it is the intention 
of the Federal Government ‘“‘forever to 
preserve and maintain the channels of 
radio transmission as perpetual c>m- 
munication mediums under the contro! 
and for the people of the United 
States.” 

‘Such channels,” the bill staté “are 
not to be — to acquisition by 
any individual, firm or corporation, 
and only the use, but not. the owner- 
ship thereof may be allowed for 
limited periods, under licenses in that 
behalf, granted by Federal authority. 
and no such license, whether hereto- 
fore or hereafter issued; shal] be con- 
strued to create any right, title, or 
interest proprietary or usufructuary, 
in or to any such channel, beyond the 
terms, conditions and -periods of such 
licenses.”’ : 

Except under a license granted by 
the Radio Commission, no person, firm, 
company or corporation coul@ operate 
any apparatus for the transmission of 
communications or si by radio 
from one State to another, or from any 
place in any State to.a-place in any 
other State, or upon any -vessel flying 
the American flag, or upon any air- 
craft of American register. 

The five members of the Radio Com- 
mission would each receive a salary 
of $12.000 a year and in the naming of 
the commissioners the President could 
not name more than three members of 
any one political party. 


_ ; -Daties Prescribed in Detail. 

It would be the duty of the commis- 
\ sion to classify licensed radio stations; 
‘to prescribe the nature of service to 
be given by all stations of all Classes; 
to designate call letters, ‘assign bands 
of frequencies or wave lengths to the 
various classes; to assign frequencies 
or wave lengths to each individual sta- 
tion, and to determine the power which 
each station shall use and the time 
during which it may operate.

ALBERT R. FISH, BROXER 
SINCE 1899, ENDS LIFE 


Found Dead — Artery— 
Family Blames Despondency 
Over a Year’s Ill Health. 


Albert Ramdsdell Fish of the firm of 
Reynolds,. Fish & Co., 120 Broadway, 
was found dead from a severed artery 
in his wrist yesterday morning in the 
apartment ‘where he lived alone, at 65 
East Fifty-eighth Street. He had been 
in ill health for a year and members 
of his family ascribed his suicide to 
déspondency. 

Mr. Fish spent Wednesday 
apartment. At 9 o’clock that night he 
talked with his brother, Harold L., 
member of his firm, over the telephone 
and seemed to be in good spirits, ac- 
cording to the brother. The body was 
found yesterday forenoon when Miss 
Julia A. Fish, a sister, called at, the 
apartment. 

Recently Mr. Fish returned from a 
Winter in Florida and Georgia. He 
had planned to leave next Wednesday 
for the Catskills, upon the advice of a 
physician. 

Mr. Fish, who at the time of his 
death was a_ special partner in 
Reynolds, Fish & Co., had been a figure 
in Wall Street affairs for twenty-five 
years. His father, Latham A. Fish, 
was a partner of the old Stock Ex- 
change firm of Vermilye & Co., which 
was one of the active firms on the 
Exchange in the Jate 90s and the early 
part of the current century. Albert R. 
Fish first joined the New York Stock 
Exchange on Jan. 26, 1899, and orig- 
inally made his headquarters at 
Halsted & Hodges. He was also at 
one time a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Exchange. He served 
in Troop C in the Spanish-American 
War. Shortly after the entrance of 
the United States into the World War, 
Mr. Fish resigned as Governor of the 
Exchange and sold his membership. 
He entered the service of the United 
States as an officer in the Navy In- 
telligence Bureau. : 

Mr. Fish was born in Brooklyn in 1872 
and never married. He was a member 
of the Racquet and Tennis Club, the 
Links Club, the Links Golf Club, the 
National Golf Links of America, the 
Brooklyn Club and the Crescent Club. 
His chief interests were golf and 
marksmanship. 

Besides Miss Fish and his brother 
Harold, he is survived by a second 
brother, Edmund. ; 
Funeral services will be at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow at St. Bartholomew’s Church, 
Fiftieth Street and Park Avenue, and 
burial will be- at Greenport, L. L., 
where he had a country home.

Charles L. Kohler, Director of the 
Budget. : 

In making up the 1926 budget a re- 
serve of $1,000,000 was set aside for 
salary readjustments. Director Kohler 
has been studying the applications for 
increases made by the ,heads of de- 
partments, and his report, presented 
yesterday, embodied the results of 
four months’ work. A synopsis of it, 
was made public early in the day from 
the. Mayor’s office, and the Board of 
Estimate apparently was prepared to 
vote its approval expeditiously. 

Eight resolutions covering —— of 
the more important increases had been 
adopted by the board when Borough 
President Joseph A. Guider of Brook- 
lyn interposed an objection. A whis- 
pered conversation ensued between 
Mr. Guider, Mayor Walker and Con- 
troller Berry. Budget Director Kohler 
Awas called into conference with them 
and, finally, on the motion of Mayor 
Walker, the board reconsidered the 
vote by which the eight . resolutions 
had been passed and agreed to defer 
for one week action upon the entire 
report. 


Guider Not in Close Touch. 


There was much mystification over 
the cause of Borough President 
Guider’s seeming revolt. He had been 
absent in Florida for his health dur- 
ing recent weeks and had not been in. 
so close touch with salary readjust- 
ments as have been most of his col- 
leagues. 

Mayor Walker explained last night 
that Mr. Guider, on studying Director 
Kohler’s schedules as they would af- 
fect one or two men in Brooklyn, was 
dissatisfied and it was thought best, 
therefore, to let aétion on the report 
go over for one week. A slight read- 
justment of not more than one or two 
individual items will satisfy the Brook- 
lyn Borough President, it was said, 
and it is expected that Kohler’s rec- 
ommendations will be approved next 
Thursday substantially as made by 
him. 

Although the 1926 budget set aside 
$1,000,000 for these salary readjust- 
ments, Director Kohler’s report appor- 
tioned only about $672,000 of that sum. 
He recommends that the balance of 
about $327,000 be held in reserve ‘‘avail- 
able for other necessary. purposes dur- 
ing the year 1926.” 

As the report stands and as it is ex- 
pected to be adopted, Charles F. Ker- 
rigan, Assistant to the Mayor, is rec- 
ommended to receive $1,000 increase in 
salary, which will make his 
$12,000 a year. 


Kohler’s Salary Restored. 


The salary of Budget Director Kohler 
had been reduced from $12,000 to $10,- 
000 to permit an increase in the salary 
of Kerrigan at the first of the year. 
Kohler’s salary is now restored to 
$12,000 @ year. 

Another member of the Mayor’s staff 
to share in the increase is his Secre- 
tary, Edward L. Stanton, who is to 
be increased from $7,000 to $8,500. 
Smaller increases will be ‘“‘scattered,” 
as the Budget Director puts it, among 
less important members of the Mayor’s 
staff. They will involve advances of 
—* $100 to several hundred dollars 
each. 

Peter J.‘McGowan, Secretary of the 
Board, of Estimate, is also in for a 
substantial increase. It is recom- 
mended that his salary be increased 
from $7,500 to $10,000 a year. 

Another beneficiary in the proposed 
increases is Arthur J. W. Hilly, First 
Assistant Corporation Counsel, whose 
salary will be increased from $10,000 to 
$11,000 a year. z 

A statement was made public from 
the Mayor’s office early in the day, 
when it was expected that the Kahler 
recommendations would be voted 
promptly by the Board of Estimate. 
It told of the appropriations for read- 
justment of salaries and of the sched- 
ule prepared by the Director of the 
Budget modifying the personal service 
schedules in the budget for the balance 
of 1926. It continued: ; 


5,000 Employes Affected.

“The net result of the adoption of 
the new schedule will not increase the 
budget for 1927, as the changes are 
calculated so that the aggregate yearly 
rate of increase will not exceed the 
amount provided in this year’s budget 
for salary readjustments. ;

Shipwrecked Four Times, Captain to Quit Sea; 





Captain Joseph Legge, who com- 
manded tl little schooner Stephano 
until she went down on April 18, 400 
miles off the Atlantic, coast, arrived 
yesterday at the Seaman’s Church’ Ils- 
stitute, 25 South Street, on his way 
back to his home port, Heart’s De- 
light, Newfoundland. The _ skipper, 
four times shipwrecked, has made his 
third vow that he will never go to 
sea again. He wants, he said, to set- 
tle down and read Conrad and love 
stories, particularly the latter, of 
which he is very fond. . 

“T am giving .up the sea for good 
this time."’ he said. 

Although Captain Legge has been 
going to sea for more than thirty 
years it was not until twelve years 
‘ago that he met his first disaster. Bad 
weather struck its first blow at the 
captain’ in February, 1914, when he 
commanded’ the Mabel D. Hinds. She 
was making for’ St. John’s from 
Malaga, Spain, with a cargo of salt 
when she sprang a leak in a storm. 
For five days his men ‘worked the 
_pumps and almost emptied the hoid of 
its cargo which mixed with the sea 
water. The sea won that battle and 
a Dutch steamer picked up the men. 

A German submarine claimed his 
next command, the schooner Monoton, 
in April, 1917; The undersea boat met 
him while he was plying between Leg- 
horn and Marseilles in the Mediter-

ranean. When the Germans opened 
fire the men of the Monoton took to 
the boats and putled ‘for the French 
coast fifty miles away. The Germans 
looted the Monoton and bombed her, 
the captain said. He and his crew 
landed at Monte Carlo. Throughout 
the war he was engaged jn’ carrying 
supplies for: the ‘Allies, 

He was next wrecked in Ap 1924, 
when the David C. Ritcey. was hit by 
a storm while @ cargo of lum- 
ber from New York to St. John’s. The 
storm stripped the vessel of her spars 
and rudder and left her leaking badly. 
She was abandoned and the crew was 
picked up by an American tanker. 

Last April he brought the Stephano 
within 400 miles of St. John's, her home 
port, and then the storm got her. She 
was carrying salt from Seville. It was 
a duplication of the fate the Hinds. 
This time a French line? picked the 
men up and took them to Fayal in the 
Azo 


res. é

three of my ships. I was forced to 
abandon them rather than lose the 
lives of my men, the lads I grew up 
with around St.. John’s. What will I 
do if I really do retire from the sea? 

And I'll 
read. I like Joseph Conrad and love 
stories.

FEARS KOENIG FIGHT 
MAY AFFECT STATE 


National Republican Club Seeks 
Plan, to End Party Menace 
in Next Campaign. 








UNIFIED LEADERSHIP URGED 





Full Club Membership to Act on 
Committee’s Report, Adopted 
After Spirited Dispute. 





The National Republican Club is 
taking cognizance of the bitter contro- 
versy which has arisen within the New 
York County Republican Committee 
over the leadership of Samuel 8. 
Koenig and is preparing to step in and 
suggest a way out of a situation which 
seriously threatens to disrupt that im- 
portant organization on the eve of a 
State campaign. 

For several hours yesterday the com- 
mittee on State affairs of the National 


Republican Club, of which Senator 
Courtlandt Nicoll is the Chairman, dis- 
cussed a report from a subcommittee 
which had been appointed to consider 
the condition of the Republican Party 
in the State and incidentally the city. 
The report was finally adopted and 
will be submitted to a special meeting 
of the full membership of the club on 
May 25, but it was admitted last night 
that this action was preceded by a 
spirited fight. 

It is believed that the report which 
will not be made public until it ‘has 
been acted upon by a meeting of the 
club will recommend unified party 
leadership for the entire city and pos- 
sibly the organization of a City Com- 
mittee as an extra-legal agency for 
the purpose of quelling revolts and 
bringing about coordination .of policies 
among the five county organizations 
within the city. 

The subcommittee which made the 
report considered the New York City 
situation only in its relation to Re- 
publican activities in the entire State.

Food Wins Court Over. 





$85 PURSE RAISED FOR HIM 





Even Policemen Who Arrested Him 
for Breaking: Into Real Estate 
Office Contribute to Fund. 





John Price, 3% years.old, of 199 Ful- 
ton Street, Brooklyn, an ex-convict 
who had gone straight for eleven 
years, appeared in court again yes- 
terday, a prisoner before County Judge 
George W. Harris on a charge of bur- 


giary. 

A half hour later he went out a free 
man, richer by $85 and a promise of 
a job, because his story that he had 
stolen only to get food for his three 
small children and an invalid mother- 
in-law had rung true. It was con- 
firmed by Police Inspector John J. 
Sullivan, whose investigation had dis- 
closed a pitifully poverty-stricken con- 
dition in/Price’s home. : 

Price was captured after he had 
forced an entrance into a real estate 
office at 205 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, 
on April 7. ‘He was arraigned as a 
second offender because he served 
@ term on a similar burglary charge 
eleven years before. 

“All that the policemen-say is true,” 
Price replied to Judge Martin’s demand 
for an explanation. ‘I broke into that 
place, but not to commit a crime. I 
stayed straight for eléven years. My 
three children were crying for food. 
They were hungry, so hungry they 
could only cry. My.aged mother-in- 
law, an invalid, was the same way. I 
was desperate and I did this thing to 
get something I could sell for food.” 

After a consultation ~vith Inspector 
Sullivan, Judge Martin said Price’s 
story had been borne out. ‘You have 
his sympathy and mine,’’ he told the 
prisoner. ‘‘I’ll let you go on parole, but 
you will be in a bad way without a 
job, and I'll see if I can’t get you one." 

While the prisoner was thanking the 
Court and explaining. that he had al- 
ready prospects of a job in the Park

BANK CASHIER'S PLIGHT 
IS LAID TO A ‘BIG MAN’ 


Court Lets Dooley OFt With a 
Fine for Theft—Tells of 
Misplaced Confidence. 


Charles J. Dooley, at one time Treas- 
urer of the Village of Rockville Cen- 
ter, Nassau County, and later cashier 
of the First National Bank of the 
same place, pleaded guilty yesterday 
in the United States District Court 
in Brooklyn to the charge of misap- 
propriating about $40,000 of the bank’s 
funds. Judge Robert A. Tnch imposed 
a fine of $5,000 and held Dooley under 
suspended sentence for two years. 
Dooley is allowed eleven days in which 
to pay his fine. Meanwhile he is free 
on parole. 

Dooley began juggling the bank's 
funds in 1920. He was indicted in Sep- 
tember, 1922. He fled, but surrendered 
in 1925. Later his counsel argued that 
the indictments were invalid because 
of a technica] error and was sustained 
by Judge Grover M. Moscowitz.

PECORA HAS JOHN DOE PLAN 





Prosecutor Would Investigate the 
Activities of Bootleg Milk 
Graft Ring. 





At a special meeting of the Board 
of Health yesterday a resolution was 
adopted prohibiting the sale of skim 
milk in New York City save in eight- 
ounce sealed containers. It is be- 
lieved that this restriction will ren- 
der the handling of this grade of milk 
commercially impossible and will re- 
sult in its total disappearance from 
the market. —— 

The board also voted to forbid the 
future sale of Grade C milk. Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, Health Commissioner, 
said it had been proved that this 
grade was being extensively used in 
the manufacture of ice cream and 
bakery products. 

“Milk sent into the city as Grade A 
and Grade B which had so deteriorated 
as to be below the standard for these 
two grades was sold as Grade C,” 
Dr. Harris said. ‘‘There was no limit 
to the amount of bacteria which Grade 


could be taken to insure pure milk 
the residents of New York City.” 


Will Revoke Permits. 


Dr. Harris said the future sale of 
skim milk in containers must be re- 
stricted to places where food is also 
offered for sale, including dairies and 
restaurants. If skim milk were dis- 
covered by Health Department in- 
spectors outside of containers, Dr. 
Harris said, it would be cause for the 
immediate revocation of the Health 
Department permit. 

-“Our investigatign today,” Dr. Har- 
ris went .on, ‘“‘w to determine to 
what extent city institutions .buying 
milk under contract have been sold 
the adulterated produtt. We found 
that Welfare Island, Randall’s Island 
and the Health Department ‘hospitals 
have been sold adulterated milk. No 
adulterated milk has been traced to 
Bellevue and Allied Hospitals.” 

Evidence was obtained yesterday by 
Dr. Harris and Assistant District At- 
torney Pecora that e so-called 
“brain” of the bootleg milk conspiracy 
had been retained im April, 1924, to de- 
fend approximately twenty-five whole- 
sale milk dealers who were threatened 
with the loss of ‘their permits. Most 
of them were sent to this lawyer by 

Danziger, who has plead 
guilty to an indictment charging ex- 
tortion in the Bronx, it was brought 
out, _According to the testimony, the 
attorney in question, who was known 
as “the fixer,” received fees of from 
$300 to $600 from each of the accused

NEW MARCH RECORD 


Net Operating Income of Class 
| Roads Was $18,000,000 
_ Ahead of March, 1925. 





5.80% ON I. C, C. VALUATION 





Despite Increase 8 of 188 Carriers 
Reporting Operated at a Loss 
During the Month. 





The important railroads of the coun- 
try earned $18,000,000 more net operat- 
ing income in March than they did in 
the corresponding month of last year, 
‘establishing a new March record. “ 
The report of the Bureau of Railway 
Economics made public yesterday 
shows net of -$94,522,911 after the pay- 
ment of operating expenses, or at the 
annual rate of 5.80 per cent. on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
tentative valuation, compared with 4.61 
per cent. for March, 1925. The return 
on property investment, which is the 
value of road and equipment as shown 
by the books of the railways, was 5.13 
per cent., compared with 4.08 for the 
preceding March. The compilation is 
based on reports from 188 Class i rail- 
roads, representing a total mileage of 
237,087 miles. 

Gross operating revenues for March 
aggregated $530,453,464, compared with 

,679,772 in March, 1925, or an in- 
rease of 9 per cent. Operating ex- 
penses in March were $396,473,050, com- 


pared with $377,412,762, or an increase 
or 5 per cent. 


Twenty-six Operated at a Loss. 
Despite the increase in the total, 
twenty-six Class I roads operated at a 
loss. Hight of these were in the.East- 
ern District, one in the Southern and 
seventeen in the Western District. 
For.the first quarter of 1926, Class I 
Tailroads had a net operating income 
of $223,558,765, which was at the an- 


For the 
first quarter in 1925 the net operating 
income of these roads totaled $204,- 
605,982, or 4.50 per cent. Gross operat- 
ing revenues for the first quarter of 
this year were $1,471,653,158, compared 
with $1,426,904,819, or an increase of 3 
per cent. Operating expenses totaled 
$1,135,712,162, - compared with §$1,117,-

Class I railroads in the Eastern Dis- 
trict had a net railway operating in- 
come for the first three months of 
$109,120.673, which was at the annual 
rate of return of 5.53 per cent. on their 
property investment.

Gold Flow to Canada — 


Canadian exchange, which had re- 
ceded from the rather liberal premiums 
of last -month, shewed renewed 
strength yesterday, and talk became 
general of a resumption of a gold 
movement from New York to the 
Dominion. The Canadian dollar was 
quoted yesterday at a prémium of 5-32 
of 1 per cent., which is only a shade 
below the level which prevailed dur- 


ing last month’s shipments. In previ- 
ous instances banks have not waited 
for the exact gold export point to be 
reached before shipping gold, and 
preparations are understood to be un- 
der way for new transfers. <A total of 
approximately $16,000,000 of gold was 
sent to Canada in April, following 
total imports of Canadian gold in this 
country of more than $70,000,000 earlier 
in the year. Prospects of large gold 
shipments to Canada attracted atten- 
tion because of the possible bearing 
they might have on money rates’ here 
during the coming months.

‘The Inactive Stocks. 


The decision of the Stock Exchange 
authorities to separate the active 
from the inactive stocks on the board 
and to put the inactive issues in. a 
market of their own, with ten shares 
as a unit of trading, met an agreeable 
response in Wall Street yesterday. It 
was generally recognized in the finan- 
cial district that this decision was 
brought about by the big markets of 
last Fall, in which the physical facili- 
ties of the Exchange were strained by 
markets which ran erdinarily 2,500,000 
shares, and at times above the 3,000,- 
000-share. mark.

markdown records show some buyers 
supply only a small’ volume of busi- 
ness at prices which are really profit- 
able to the wholesaler.
